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it is ten o'clock here in new york city polls have just closed in another four states let's start with iowa where 
president trump is locked in a close race with former vice president joe biden according to our decision desk 
it's too early to project a winner in iowa the other state we're watching very closely at this hour is nevada 
where our vote analysis shows biden ahead of trump at the moment although we'll need to analyze a lot 
more data from nevada before making a call there meanwhile president trump is the head of the former vice 
president in a pair of western states the first is utah home to republican senator mitt romney and a frequent is 
a frequent trump critic as we well know and the other is montana a traditional republican stronghold are 
decision desks still not quite ready to declare winners in either of those states yet tonight so if we look at our 
electoral map where it stands right now and our lovely standing candidates it is 129 to 109 remember that 
270 is the magic number to win the presidency and you see those yellow states obviously those have closed 
but we have not called them yet and that is where this race is really being battled we have north carolina we 
have florida that we haven't called yet although donald trump has a big lead now in florida yeah and as these 
results continue to come in tonight let's bring in tucker carlson once again host of tucker carlson tonight 
tucker great to talk to you tonight obviously this is a historic evening always when the nation comes together 
to elect a president this has been very hard-fought race and we still have so much that's undecided your 
thoughts at 1001 eastern i think mitt romney had lost by this point when he ran for president so there's a lot 
to learn of course and i sincerely don't know what the outcome will be but i just cannot get over my total 
surprise at the disconnect between what we're watching on the screen and what has been confidently 
predicted across the media landscape 
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across the media landscape for months that there was a very good chance of a blue wave of a total biden 
blowout of an early night and and i can get much more specific about this and i think we'll probably spend the 
next couple of months doing that because it's worth doing but suffice it to say anyone watching and who's 
consumed any media this year knows that the media even on the basis of the data we have now got it really 
wrong and they'll claim they didn't because they always do but they did and we know that and why is this a 
problem it's a problem because in the end we know who the president is because the media tell us who the 
president is the campaign manager for the joe biden effort today sent out a tweet saying in effect you know 
we will if if announced uh that joe biden won by the media then you know we will consider that a victory and 
then they said on background a bunch of other news organizations the second the media declared joe biden 
the president he will begin in effect acting like the president so you can't really overstate the role of the media 


in adding legitimacy and conveying legitimacy to the winner we're not just observers we're participants as 
much as we hate to admit it so given all of that it really matters whether or not we're credible and i would say 
in some very specific ways we the media i participated in it for 30 years have not been credible we have lost 
trust and that's just i think that's really bad and it's something that we need to fix and the obvious problem is 
something we said we were going to correct in 2016 which is we don't know anybody who votes for trump 
and so you really got the sense watching everybody that like you know it's kind of embarrassing to support 
trump or whatever and that's why the rallies were such a huge shock to a lot of people in the last week all 
these people unapologetically saying i love donald trump but it's like i've never met anybody who says 
something who are these people we have a huge problem in our business with being cut off from the country 
we cover and i would say a lot of power centers in this country have that problem but we have it in the media 
and i really 
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have it in the media and i really sincerely hope we fix it because we're moving toward like zero credibility and 
that's bad yeah i mean i talked to molly henway earlier in the show about uh the president and his supporters 
feeling like he was not running only against joe biden but was running against a lot of the media as well he 
couldn't get on on some of those rallies we aired rallies from democrats and the president throughout this 
this process but they always felt like it was an uphill battle he is still has a path to 270 tonight and as brit 
mentions every few minutes the betting odds are increasing uh for president trump well they are and i and i 
have to say because i think it's i'm bitter about it and it's worth being bitter about we found out in the final 
days of this campaign that members of the president's family were under an active fbi investigation into 
business deals that we i think pretty conclusively proved he knew about parts of what she approved of tony 
boblinski was a direct participant in those conversations with the former vice president not accusing him of a 
crime but merely saying he was involved and that story was utterly squelched bobolinsky's name wasn't 
mentioned on any other channel apart from fox news it was completely ignored on purpose not because it 
wasn't newsworthy it most certainly was newsworthy but because they were taking a partisan position on 
behalf of a presidential candidate now that's it's not just a matter of being annoyed that the media are liberal 
or whatever they've always been liberal that's fine i'm not mad about that i accept it as reality why it's scary is 
that on a night like tonight the whole country 350 million of us will only know who the president is when the 
media tell us and so it's very important for the media to behave in ways that allow us to trust them it's 
important for the future of the country i think tucker as always thank you it's uh thank you great to have your 
perspective on election night uh we've got our panel looking deep into these numbers uh karl rove katy 
pavlich down in brazil donald let me start with you there are some of these calls that we haven't made yet but 
seem to be

haven't made yet but seem to be going a little bit more towards donald trump's way what are you seeing well 
first of all we're looking at states that donald trump carried in 2016 either by a percentage point uh or you 
know less than four percent so i'm not surprised at where the numbers are now uh more more data needs to 
come in more numbers need to come in uh what i'm seeing right now still again i'm an optimist i still believe 
that there's a path for joe biden um you still believe there's a path there were like seven paths when we 
started you st you say that there's a path no i noi i haven't changed my prediction i still believe that joe biden 
has several paths uh look we haven't called we haven't called georgia we haven't called north carolina things 
are trending in donald trump's direction in florida ohio is still up pennsylvania has not come in arizona 
michigan minnesota texas wisconsin so the night is still young so i'm not i'm not ready to light a cigar a pop 
open a good bottle of champagne because there's a lot of votes that are still outstanding yeah we've got 
states all across the bottom of your screen right now that are too early to call all of which are very important 
states in this um carl i i want to ask you about this from philadelphia there's a report from politico that says 
that philadelphia officials say that they will not be reporting any more mail ballots tonight about 76 000 have 
been tallied so far out of 350 000 that have been received um does that surprise you and you know 
everybody obviously is watching pennsylvania really closely will probably be watching it for many days to 


come it looks like well first first of all secure the ballots let's make certain that's done i am a little surprised 
because uh you know you'd think they'd want to get this done and we know that pennsylvania is going to be 
it's going to be friday before they're able to sort of cut it off this is a state that was supposed to have all the 
mail-in ballots received by tonight uh by close of business 
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tonight uh by close of business but instead they use some administrative measures and a court decision to 
move it till till friday so i'd keep the people at it but they may just say our progress is such give them the 
benefit of the doubt our progress is such that we don't need to work 24 hours a day we can get this thing 
done in the next day or two uh and certainly before the deadline of friday but it's better that we have these 
contests settled sooner rather than later even if it is an unofficial count and has to be subsequently certified 
by the secretary of state carl while we have you where are you on texas are you bullish on a trump texas 
texas are texas all hail the mighty state of course it's going to be it's going to be red john thank you for that 
yeah thank you the one in the musical interlude here can i say something about north carolina wait wait so 
you're done with texas you think it's gop yes republicans will carry it on the presidential level i'm looking at 
the number senator cornyn is running like six points ahead of his democratic challenger despite the fact that 
something like 50 million dollars has spent in the last six weeks including 28 million dollars by silicon valley 
kai khan in the last week you know and not only that but the republicans are going to keep the state house of 
representatives which as i said earlier was just a gigantic amount of money thrown on texas but we're going 
to hold on to hold on to that as well and what were you going to say well let me say something about north 
carolina this is why election nights are so interesting because you may have just noticed uh that uh that 
trump's margin has grown a little bit and not only that but tom tillis is now leading in the senate race and uh 
what's interesting to me is it's a handful of counties the mecklenburg which is charlotte and wake which is 
raleigh and greensboro which is surprisingly enough greensboro they're sort of mostly all in and why what 
was happening is is that a handful of counties uh union and johnston were the biggest ones and then there 
are franklin grand 
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ones and then there are franklin grand greenville and caswell smaller counties they had sort they hadn't they 
weren't reporting votes union county which is just to the east of charlotte and uh johnston which is just to the 
east of of of wake came they started johnston started to come in and flipped it because these counties union 
county went went last time around 81 to 19 republican johnston county went 64-32 republican and about 200 
000 votes there and just as one of those counties comes in north carolina is so close that it flipped it from 
being a buy from a biden lead to a trump lead and from a cunningham lead to attila's lead and we got four we 
got one other big county and then three smaller counties to come in now there's some stuff in charlotte and 
stuff in in uh in raleigh it's yet to come in but it's like a small percentage of the vote this is going to be tied as 
a tick and we're going to literally be waiting here for all these little places you've never there's a county 
perkimons 63 39 for uh actually 34 uh in 2016. and you know over on the atlantic ocean small county we 
haven't heard anything from that county so the big city versus the little counties and a couple of mid-sized 
counties uh it's going to be a long night hello kirkland trump won these states in 2016. small margin and 
they're as call just mentioned they're very close katie do you know anybody in perklin what do you think i 
apologize i don't know anybody yeah carl's going to give me the phone number incidentally i've got some 
criticism for the ding on my phone i'm sorry it actually took care of the angel i got an i got an email from a 
friend who said that ding on on air made the whole country just check their phones nice work well the singing 
we could do without too all right katie give us your thought i think president trump's still in really good shape 
you know joe biden 
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really good shape you know joe biden is the the side of the the ticket here that has been trying to explain 
away losing states like florida georgia obviously still in play we may not have the results now from fulton 
county as a result of the water main break for a couple of days according to election officials there but in 
terms of philadelphia not reporting any more absentee ballots tonight and that may be taking a couple of 
days the first explainer for that could be that well because because they had this court ruling that allows 
absentee ballots to be uh stamped in the mail past election day they have some breathing room there in 
terms of getting them all counted and tallied up in the vote however there's been this massive controversy 
with the attorney general there who said earlier in the week just yesterday that as long as all the votes are 
counted uh president trump will lose when he didn't doesn't know the actual outcome of that that race yet 
and so it begs the question about um you know what the actual reason is behind them not finishing out the 
electoral votes tonight in terms of getting the absentee ballots counted and ready to go for the next couple of 
days yeah great point uh let's go to bill hammer who is at the billboard you guys yeah uh what have you got 
up there after you look at that i'd love to look at arizona and get your thoughts on that where are we starting 
guys i'm gonna give you a spin around here okay because there is a lot of action in these battleground states 
right now uh what the trump campaign is saying that their election day vote is now coming home they're also 
suggesting in northeastern pa that blue-collar workers are going for president trump well let's see if that's the 
case 28 percent of the vote in right now a small lead for president trump over joe biden we've been saying it 
for a while now pennsylvania is not going to be able to be called tonight is that the case we believe that to be 
the case but look on up here this is lackawanna county still some votes to be had out there this is scranton 
pa this is where joe biden lived until the age of nine until he moved to delaware in 2016 for comparison say 
give her well over a hundred thousand votes in 
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over a hundred thousand votes in lackawanna so we got a little bit of ways to go here just about half the 
voting in that county so we'll see whether or not the trump team thinks that blue-collar vote in northeastern pa 
is coming their way couple more things i want to show you guys this is north carolina now this is point six 
percent in favor of donald trump we follow uh saw it flip just about ten minutes ago some more votes coming 
in carl talked about this county here that's perkins just a moment ago it clicked in the president has about a 
26 2500 vote lead in this far northeastern rural county in north carolina so if this stays now with about 10 
more percent of the vote in the tar heel state the president's going to pick up 15 electoral votes in north 
carolina which was by the way it's what the trump team said they would do tonight now let's go over here to 
ohio we'll see where that stands right now the league continues to widen for the president over joe biden 
here you're up about five six points right now remember four years ago it's about seven and a half so he's 
starting to hit his margins with 20 of the vote uh still outstanding we talked about the map expanding um well 
let's show you how that's happening here this is michigan been watching this now you've got a third of the 
voting right at the moment a big part of the vote down here in wayne county detroit is not in yet so we're 
going to watch that further west in wisconsin here is green bay up here this is milwaukee county you've got a 
lot of votes that have not yet been tallied milwaukee tends to run later into the night so we'll see how this 
measures up this is dane county by the way that's where madison is that's where the university of wisconsin 
is located he had a ton of votes for hillary clinton four years ago so joe biden hasn't yet hit that mark she had 
217 
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had 217 075 percent so he's 144 so i would imagine in a liberal county like dane county wisconsin that 
there's more votes out there for democrats to be had one other thing i think is curious the trump team told me 
a bit earlier tonight that they had about half a dozen counties in wisconsin that ran out of ballots and they had 
to go out and get more some of them are right here in the center part of the state juneau county there's not a 
ton of votes to be had anyway uh nonetheless though wood county just north of it they ran out of ballots 
apparently had to gather more perhaps they they file provisional ballots until they can fill the void for that the 
reason i bring that up you got a 6 000 vote margin at the moment in wood county alone in wisconsin why 
does that matter just pop out here a moment 2016. i mean this is razor tight right talking 23 000 22 000 votes 


in wisconsin all these votes now matter in 2020 from the rural areas that donald trump he's been going there 
he's been campaigning he's been working hard for wisconsin the campaign thinks they've got a shot i talked 
to one of the one of the high ranking members of the campaign a bit earlier today they had a split opinion 
actually one gentleman thought pennsylvania was more likely to flip toward trump the other thought 
wisconsin was i don't know if either one is right but they were laying odds a bit earlier today based on what 
they were seeing from the results tonight you mentioned arizona martha let's go check it out okay you know 
this is um maricopa county this is phoenix you've got about 71 percent of the vote ali by the way it's the first 
time i've seen i think it's first time you guys have seen it too right joe biden with a slight lead here now at 54 
to 44. this is maricopa this is look it it's you win your elections here in pima county with tucson and up here in 
maricopa at the moment 54-44 that's a 10-point edge let's see what they did four years ago 
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let's see what they did four years ago donald trump pretty impressive 51-48 so there's more votes to be had 
there as well come back to 2020 and we'll see how much more we get in here in arizona in a moment 11 
electoral votes we knew they closed at nine they would not report until ten o'clock it's about 10 17 east coast 
time and they're rolling in guys so in arizona like those other states the early vote we've seen from our voters 
voter analysis survey goes six out of ten towards biden in pretty much every state but then the vote seems to 
fill in as we've seen in these other states yeah it's the same trend right brett i mean the sku is blue and then it 
changes throughout the course of the night i mean that that's that's been the pattern back here in ohio that's 
been the pattern down here in north carolina clearly in florida yeah florida and also i would i would suggest at 
the moment with a little more than half the vote in georgia's shaping up to be the same way yeah i mean this 
whole question 2020 just like that isn't it yeah about whether there's a path through the sun belt or through 
the rust belt you know we're starting to see that sun belt area that's why i wanted to take a look at arizona 
and i saw that there's a pretty decent gap right now between martha mcsally and mark kelly in favor of mark 
kelly at least at this point you've got i think we have about 71 percent of the vote in the state in um so one to 
watch as we get a little bit closer to that one all right bill thank you back later so the polls are closed in the 
biggest toss-up states in the race for the white house we're going to bring you all the latest data from our

percent of the precincts in donald trump 51.3 percent to 47.8 in georgia there you go 56 percent of the 
precincts in and you see donald trump again some of that other vote as we talked about and then north 
carolina a very close race there in north carolina but 91 percent of the precincts in again all of those too early 
to call at this hour and let's take a look at the overall electoral map as it stands right now in the race to 270. 
joe biden at 129 president trump at 109 and you see the percentage there 48.2 to 50.2 as we stand point 
three as we stand this evening uh things are changing by the second at 10 22. so let's get some thoughts 
tonight from laura ingram host of the ingram angle who joins us with her thoughts on how things are looking 
so far laura at this point in the evening we've got some information and quite a bit more to come in yeah well 
the in-person votes usually are the last to be counted except with the mail-in ballots that are going to be 
rolling in mail postmark today so we have to keep that in mind but i think when we look at florida uh and 
focusing on the gop for a moment uh martha and brett the the the coalition that the republicans have been 
able to put together in that state is really something that they should try to replicate as much as possible 
going forward up and down the east coast with a strong contingent of seniors latinos young professionals 
african-americans the republicans have outperformed it looks like tonight across all of those categories with 
higher turnouts than they had in 2016. so there was a lot of talk about how biden was going to bring all this 
these new voters to the fore 
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new voters to the fore and indeed we'll probably find that he did but the other story which i think you're 
seeing playing out in state after state tonight is that trump brought more people into the party and then 
expanded the base from those blue-collar workers on out so we'll see what happens as the night goes 
forward but to me florida is the future for the republican party you know laura this is just an interesting thing 
and you talk about this all the time about the president's policies toward china being tough on china right now 
according to the wall street journal the chinese one has started to tank i just saw that and what is that yeah 
what does that tell you it's very significant because it means at least so far uh in the evening they're looking 
at the betting odds and i know you've probably talked about that already yeah 64 on the overseas betting uh 
now lean toward trump uh and the chinese are watching all of this and right now they are are indicating to us 
that they believe the tariffs that donald trump put on a whole swath of chinese goods they're here to stay for 
the foreseeable future and that obviously hurts their currency at least in the short term so that's a significant 
metric but it's just how they're reading the data that's coming in uh that's coming in right now but i have to 
say when when we look at the sheer numbers of people who've turned out to vote we had a very engaged 
electorate uh this election season and and there are a lot of people who've said that you know joe biden 
made a smart call and running on the pandemic and and hanging back and letting trump age because 
people were tired of trump i think that was a you know really misguided uh way of looking at things i think as 
you saw after he recovered from covet he has been non-stop and i think a lot of folks as time went on began 
to really respect that that he was fighting in their mind for every vote every vote that he could get in those 
swing states 
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that he could get in those swing states and it was a breakneck pace obviously joe biden could not keep up 
with that or didn't want to keep up with it uh and those crowds which you know again a lot of people didn't 
want to talk about they were a metric of energy and excitement that i just did not see replicated on the other 
side at least the emotion of it for whatever that's worth tonight and i think in the end uh the love for the 
country the love for the average worker they're gonna say trumped the dislike that the left has for donald 
trump his tone and tweets and and some of his uh his past comments laura a lot of people have wanted the 
president people who support him i've wanted him to focus more on the economy and on recovering from 
coronavirus he really swung around to that in a in a stronger way in the final days as he campaigned through 
the course of these rallies the nasdaq futures are up over three percent this evening and it just reminds me 


of you know the discussion that was had in 2016 and i want to keep reiterating we got a long way to go here 
um in this evening tonight but you know it was all doom and gloom that that he was going to sort of make all 
the markets crash and i think uh you know would never ever recover the stock market would never ever 
recover yeah martha you hit the nail on the head in the spring it was the great depression was coming it was 
going to be not just a long dark winter it was going to be a long dark decade we heard some people saying 
was it going to be a decade before we'd recover how can any incumbent president overcome a depression a 
pandemic and uh in concern about his tone that that was never possible and i've got to say for whatever 
people think about about donald trump you know the personality he never gave up on his winning formula of 
policies which is america first enforce the border tighten the labor market see wages go up which you saw 6 
000 for the average family income median family income through the last year these were significant 
advances for 
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these were significant advances for african americans latinos some of that is paying off tonight i think people 
are worried that we're going to go into a shutdown next year as they see a lockdown happening across 
europe and i think that lockdown versus liberty dichotomy i think in the end that ended up helping with 
women who want their kids back in school and i think it began to motivate even some younger voters who 
you know maybe were led to believe on social media that donald trump was a terrible awful rotten person 
yeah again we'll see as the micro analysis goes forward but i i think a lot of people in trump country are 
feeling pretty happy right yeah laura thank you i just want to point out 3.6 percent up on the nasdaq futures at 
this point which is a huge leap we'll see what happens overnight laura thank you thank you let's head back 
now across the hudson river harris faulkner live with some voters tonight in beautiful liberty state park again 
harris hello brett martha it is time again to hear the voters voices and we're going to get some of the grittier 
issues around this election some of the things that you were just talking about latino black vote that sort of 
thing our panel voters back with us now watching the night unfold along with much of america two joe biden 
supporters amanda a natalie rojas and backing president trump john | and janet p you know natalie i'm going 
to start with you because it looks like in florida and we can't call anything there yet fox news not doing it yet 
but how much work do democrats need to do with the latino voters not a monolithic group any of us as 
people of color we know that but biden is missing the mark so much more than even hillary clinton you know 
um like you said we're not a monolith you know there are you know cubans you know i'm sure you're familiar 
with the line of cubans you know usually vote republican puerto ricans vote for over democrats and we've 
actually seen a huge turnout of puerto ricans tonight um and i think we know i think the thing is that you know 
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know i think the thing is that you know democrat people expect demographic change to happen in the uh 
general receiving centers for immigrants so new york miami los angeles that kind of thing but we actually 
have a lot of growth in like north carolina alabama michigan you know those centers that we don't really think 
about you know traditional um centers of latinos and so i think you know there's a lot more to uh to come 
tonight are you surprised that your candidate has not done as well though even as the previous democrat 
against donald trump same candidate well again you know we are just trying to make sure that everybody 
has an opportunity to vote and everybody has an opportunity to have their ballot counted whether that's 
tonight or tomorrow um you know janet i want to come to you because we're focused so much on georgia 
tonight fulton county a very large black vote there you obviously are a trump supporter haven't always been a 
republican predominantly a democrat what do you think that that maybe democrats are missing about that 
particular voting bloc i really think that the democrats are they're probably missing on the things that are most 
important when it comes to law and order the support of our police uh some of the policies they may be i 
think that they're missing on the finer points the finer points of things that they're not as detailed democrats 
have a tendency to see things in a monolithic way and not realizing that that there are many parts of a home 
so i think that is that is their problem they're missing the mark on the finer points i i do want to say that joe 
biden right now from the fox news voter analysis amanda does show that black voters are still very strong for 


joe biden they haven't fully counted fulton county yet so we'll see what happens there but some of these 
same issues as a minister i know that you've been watching just different demographics in your congregation 
the coronavirus was something that joe biden thought he 
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something that joe biden thought he could really hit home with as a biden voter how do you think he did with 
that was that did that turn out to be the thing that he could win it with as much as people thought i think it's 
one of the things you know i think when we talk about the economy we can't actually fix the economy without 
first addressing this global pandemic that we're part of and that resonates with democratic voters of course 
another thing that i really hope we can figure out a table to have a conversation around is all of these 
interlocking injustices we can't really talk about racial injustice without talking about climate justice and we 
can't talk about climate justice without talking about economic justice and environmental justice it's all related 
and i don't think we're doing a good job on a national level of laying that space for having this conversation 
that says all of these things are connected i also really believe that we've got to figure out as a people how to 
be the people that can be the change in this world we need to cultivate a prophetic imagination and to the 
moral courage to move this country into a place where all can flourish right now we are very far from that 
there are 38 million children in this country who are poor and low income and that's not the world that any of 
us want you know john i'm curious to get your thoughts as a police officer as we go forth um you know 
there's still talk of how we're going to deal with the unrest in the streets that had nothing to do with george 
floyd or or other problems that were going on they had to do with people who were just angry in the streets 
some of them committing crimes as a cop going forward what's your view on it all well you know i i think the 
the the woman who just spoke before me and ii apologize for getting our name we do need to come together 
we need to figure out a way to come from our corners and work together to get things right um you know i 
think the problem that we have on the law enforcement side is the people on the left want to tell us you know 
why we're wrong why we you know 
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you know why we're wrong why we you know that are why we shouldn't vote for joe biden or that we're a bad 
person if we do a bad person would do that we need to come together and both sides need to meet in the 
middle and try to fix this law enforcement is ready you know we're we're here to help serve people uh and 
and keep our communities safe and it's the the citizens of the cities that suffer the most when these this 
unrest breaks out because a lot of times it's not them committing these acts of violence john real quickly 
before we have to go why do you think that joe biden didn't get the backing of many of the police officers that 
president trump did you yourself you're a trump voter so you probably have a good idea because we don't 
trust that joe biden supports us when joe biden goes on national television and tells us to de-escalate a 
situation by shooting someone in the leg it clearly tells us that he could care less about us and has no idea

americans around the country so let's check in with shannon bream who is here with more analysis of all of 
that fascinating information that's deep in all these in all these pages hi shannon hey brett martha so let's 
look at florida where it's very tight and it hasn't been called yet if it does go for president trump here is going 
to be one of the keys why seniors are backing him now this comes after concerns that he might be losing 
them because of the way that he handled the coronavirus pandemic also this cuban voters are going for 
trump but more broadly hispanics as a voting bloc they're behind biden eight in ten voters there in florida say 
it's important to them that the next president shake up the political system now that includes close to half 
who say it's very important to them those are voters who broke for trump by more than 10 points on the other 
hand most florida voters want the next president to look out for people like them and those fighters voters 
say they favor biden over trump seven and 10 in the sunshine state the voters there believe that donald 
trump stands up for what he believes it now those voters broke for the president by an almost two to one 
margin interestingly enough though the angry voters that made up such an important part of trump's voters 
four years ago well they're now in joe biden's column by a wide margin so a lot more numbers to come that's 
one of the key states we'll keep watching them back to you guys thank you very much stuart varney host of 
varney and company on fox business network joins us now uh stuart you've been watching this we talked a 
little bit about the markets the futures we talked a little bit about the chinese juan what are you seeing oh 
we've seen a remarkable switch just in the last hour or so first of all the betting markets about two hours ago 
the betting was favoring joe biden to win now the betting market gives uh donald trump a 65 percent chance 
of winning so you've got a real switch there if you look at the stock market we're looking at a continuing 
strong rally the nasdaq for example 
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strong rally the nasdaq for example that's the home of all those popular big name technology companies that 
is up three and a half percent that is a whopping great big gain for that particular index stock prices across 
the board on the upside as we speak look at it on your screen right now the president trump seems to be 
putting in a strong showing and investors like that so the gains of the stock market that we saw on monday 
and tuesday a thousand points up on the dow that is holding and bret i gotta tell you this is very important to 
ordinary people if i can put it like that investing is no longer the area of just for the rich in the elites 100 million 
americans are now investors in the market through 401ks and iras and they are sitting on some very nice 
gains brought to them during the trump rally of the last four years they don't want to see those games go 
away if for example you had a hundred thousand bucks in your 401k four years ago you were doing well now 
you probably got 140 000 in your 401k and you want to keep that gain so what we're seeing at the moment is 
the market suggesting that donald trump will win the betting market suggesting that donald trump will win it 


frankly reminds me a lot of 2016 where things turned around in the middle of the night i think we're seeing 
that right now yeah i mean we do have to pump our bricks because we have a long way to go ohio north 
carolina very tight pennsylvania will not be decided tonight because of all of those those ballots so there's 
still a lot to work out but you're right all of those places seem to be reacting to this shift that you're talking 
about and stuart there's been obviously such a weight on the market from coronavirus and in the shutdowns 
that we've seen in the uk and in europe um and that's been one of the things that president trump has said 
pretty much everywhere he goes that he believes that if joe biden's elected uh we'll find ourselves in another 
lockdown of course he says that that's not the case but he wants to deal 
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that's not the case but he wants to deal with the virus first what's the impact of that well for the economy to 
really emerge from the pandemic you've got to open up the economy states have to come back on those 
restrictions that are now imposed that has always been president trump's uh policy open up expand and 
grow joe biden has taken the other attack he's being very cautious go prepare and look at health first of all 
and therefore he's entertained the idea of more lockdowns that is not popular with investors they don't want 
to see that they want to see growth and prosperity and you get that by opening up and so what you've got 
now is a stock market that's looking at a very significant gain in the middle of the evening even though so 
many races are just far too close to call and we're in pennsylvania as brett's saying you're probably going to 
have to wait until the next couple of days to get a result out of there nonetheless investors like what they see 
and are pushing stock prices higher at this moment that could all change of course that's what happens on 
the market but as of now investors are putting their money into stocks and stock gains are holding thank you 
stuart stewart so the fox news decision desk can now project that former vice president joe biden will defeat 
president trump in new hampshire let's put that up and see the impact of that on the overall numbers here 
finding 53 percent 44 as we take a look at the big picture here you've got president trump with 115 joe biden 
with 133 you know new hampshire was a state that the president lost by just close to 3 000 votes last time 
around and we've talked about this but there were a number of states that the early on the trump team was 
looking at as places that they could turn into trump states places like new mexico nevada places like 
minnesota and new hampshire um so this is the first one of those four that we're seeing tonight and it's 
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four that we're seeing tonight and it's clear that joe biden is very comfortably holding the lead even more so 
than hillary clinton and the president made a stop in new hampshire at least one i know the vice president 
went there as well we're back with our panel uh brit what are you seeing right now what are you feeling right 
now couple of things uh the betting odds that once gotten as high as 78 percent for trump they dialed back to 
60 something now now at about 70 so he's still a favorite of people who are betting their money tonight but 
put the caveat on that because i've had people asking me what do the vegas casinos have better pollsters 
than uh the no this is just market money it's market money i mean that's what this is about i mean it's you 
know steward made the point i mean people are betting their money eating stocks and and people in china 
are worried about the yuan and and the trend is in that direction now look we got a long way to go tonight 
yeah but at a minimum i think it's fair to say that a lot of what the pollsters were telling us about how this was 
going to go and there were many that had you know trump losing on a bunch of these southern states and 
florida plus five yeah exactly um they're off again and we've been through this before we all thought you 
know the pollsters who who made those projections in the states four years ago and got it so badly wrong uh 
would have it figured out by now um you know trump may not win but he certainly made them look bad uh 
tonight on on in a bunch of states including you know as you point out florida being being one of the main 
ones yeah and one thing that seems clear dana is that we we talked about the fact that this was either going 
to be a landslide for biden that was the one option that was on the table or a really tight race and it's looking 
like it's shaping up to be the latter i think you know any idea that there was going to be a blue tidal wave that 
is absolutely impossible now it looks like um and especially because you see north carolina so close um and 
if tillis is able to win uh his seat there because think about it you know cal cunningham the democratic 
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the democratic challenger he had a big sex scandal about a month ago on the same day that tillis comes 
down with kovid and what happened tillis stepped on the gas in order to campaign cunningham really kind of 
went silent he didn't want to answer questions or anything and so it's almost like he sat on that lead and he 
watched it fade and to the point about new hampshire i haven't really thought that trump would be able to win 
new hampshire given that he had only lost it by 2 700 votes and there was so much enthusiasm up there for 
him but think about what the campaign manager bill stephen did for president trump takes a look at that and 
says that might not work but where did they focus way down in florida and you think about donna shalala 
who was the former secretary of health and human services and then she's a congresswoman she lost her 
seat tonight the democrat and maria salazar the republican challenger is going to pick up that seat now can 
they replicate that kind of support from latinos and cubans from that miami-dade area across other places 
you know possibly so and that could be a big difference maker between when some of these states come 
down to the wire like they are juan your thoughts well you know i'm curious i mean i think the posters told us 
early on we would see what they call blue haze or blue mist or red mist and red haze no red mirage well you 
know it's different haze but sounds like a stripper no no it sounds like jimmy hendrix wait a second i don't 
know where he's going but the point that i'm trying to make is mail-in ballots i still am at a puzzle as to when 
that cash of votes gets counted and we have not been accounting for that now the project what do you mean 
we haven't been accounting for well they projected those races right that's why but if if you could think about 
the clear direction of this night in the pre in the direction of president trump it would seem to me that you 
would also say well gee turnout seems to have gone up on both sides 
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seems to have gone up on both sides and the president's strategy was to have big vote tonight uh election 
night for him and we may be seeing some of that reflected the question is then where are those mail-in 
ballots did they exist if in fact turnout is up as we believe on both the republican and democratic side right 
and i still think that there is a question in some of these states about the absentee ballots that have not come 
back and we're talking about tens of thousands of them and the difference in the vote is less than that correct 
and that's why it's it's this night to me feels like that chris that purple haze but i just feel like moving on i feel 
like i'm not sure what's going on but i do think that clearly president trump's doing much better than i would 
have anticipated all right chris let's keep it pg-13 okay um i think this night is totally up for grabs though i i 
agree that the early easy uh biden victory is off the board but that was one of three scenarios the other 
scenario was a narrow biden win and a narrow trump win and those both are still absolutely open and you 
know while it sure looks like biden is going to lose florida the fact that the fox news decision team hasn't 
called florida yet says to me it you know maybe it's a small martian but there's still up for grabs the fact that 
north carolina is too close to call that georgia is you know because of irregularities we haven't really gotten 
anything uh firm on pennsylvania or michigan or wisconsin or arizona um i it basically if it were a tennis 
match i'm not going to switch from my each side is holding serve and they're winning the states they were 
expected to win and the states that were up for grabs are still up for grabs i think the the story of this night 
has really not been told yet yeah which is exactly what we were told from the very beginning to sort of go 
slowly and be patient and wait for these waves this is an unprecedented situation to have a hundred million 
early votes 
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to have a hundred million early votes that need to be counted their paper they've got to be opened up and all 
that um just with regard to georgia fulton county is now going to stop counting at 10 30 p.m and will resume 
their account at uh tomorrow morning so don't expect you know that's pennsylvania and georgia that we're 
not going to get any answer from tonight no philadelphia account no fulton county uh count until tomorrow so 
those are huge chunks of votes in both of those states so we've got north carolina ohio pennsylvania iowa all 
seem to be toss-ups still at this hour correct yeah that's right right absolutely and we and we still haven't 
called florida right right we have not but you know somebody on this desk called florida and had to take it 


back 20 years ago [Laughter] we're still reeling from it and what and and and the call turned out to be right 
didn't it did 37 all right four more states closing at the polls in coming minutes we'll have some info new info 
on the other side of the break and as democrats hold on to their majority in the house republicans are looking 
to hold their majority in the senate we're going to take a look at where some of those hotly contested races

i just gave a you know spin here in pennsylvania right now i mentioned a few moments ago that the trump 
team thinks that the blue-collar worker is coming home in pennsylvania northeastern corner of the state here 
uh there is some evidence that's happening although it's still a little bit earlier lackawanna county just 
keeping an eye on it because it's gotten so much attention with scranton pa joe biden was there uh donald 
trump has been there as well so you can pop around right here luzerne 
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so you Can pop around right here luzerne is one of the the counties that the president flipped uh in 
pennsylvania in 2016 with an edge over joe biden there uh so just watching all this now develop you know 
pittsburgh in the west and philadelphia down here in the southeast there are at least six counties by the way i 
think it's seven total that have said they will not count mail ballots tonight and all those counties were won 
easily by donald trump in 2016. not a ton of votes here but they go right along the border here with ohio uh 
greene county is going to wait till tomorrow beaver county is going to wait as well a mercer counter also 
where 73 of the vote in that county so you're going to see a little this action tomorrow roll in from some of 
these counties that said we don't have enough poll workers to run the boost today to make sure that the vote 
goes smoothly and that's why they said we're going to punt on the mail ballots until tomorrow so we'll keep 
an eye on that i mentioned the blue collar worker i think this is fascinating guys we talked about it earlier just 
want to double back a little bit to a moment here in northeastern ohio here's what i want to show you um 
okay wow it just changed yet again in 2016 we knew trump was in the game when northeastern ohio was 
flipping from 2012 it was all democrat 2016 the president flipped these counties in 2020 look where they are 
again here is the point now okay up here in trumbull ashtabula county president's got 60 of the vote four 
years ago same number here he had 60 percent of the votes 2020 down here in trumbull county 54.6 four 


years ago he's he's outperforming his number from four years ago what does that mean that means that 
blue-collar democrats who crossed over and voted for president trump are still with him in 2020. so you can 
make the case now if these 
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so you can make the case now if these voters are with them on the eastern border of ohio so too are the 
same in pennsylvania on the other side of the border there and that is something that will play out in days to 
come guys thank you bill all right let's go live now to columbia south carolina winning republican senator 
lindsey graham speaking in his acceptance speech defeating democrat jamie harrison who spent 104 million 
dollars in that race let's listen charleston we're not going to forget about the blocking and tackling of politics i 
never le i will never take my eye off the ball of taking care of the state interest in washington now i also want 
to find common ground where i can aren't you glad that this election's coming to an end i've had two calls 
already one from president trump he's gonna win he is gonna win to all the posters out there you have no 
idea what you're doing [Applause] and to all the liberals in california new york you wasted a lot of money this 
is the worst return on investment in the history of american politics [Applause] i got a call from mr harrison 
jamie thank you he was very gracious he created a incredible campaign for the first time he's ever run for 
office he raised more money than the history and anybody in the history of the united states senate i think 
had a lot to do that with that butt jamie i appreciate the phone call i will do my best to unite us where i can 
you're a good father and you're a good husband you're a good man and i look forward to working with you 
where i can [Applause] and congratulations to all the people who worked on your behalf 
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who worked on your behalf now this is the thank you time and i'll try to not keep us here forever but i've got 
so many people to thank from the day i got in this business until now uh i am the least self-made man in 
politics so governor thank you for introducing me everywhere we went i will steal all your jokes and the 
lieutenant governor and we just were a great team but i'm going to start with my family behind him thank you 
darlene thank you very much sweetheart uh your ad made me cry that's about the only ad that i i would 
watch but i couldn't get through that one but larry and emily and nicole you have my heart to my end uh 
vernon may and neil can't be with us thinking about y'all uh to the ball family you're very much my family uh 
this journey started in uh house district two in 1992 where did he's ran my first campaign and we put the kids 
in a wagon with greg and we knocked on doors and damn if we didn't win and everything has just been an 
incredible ride since without what you did for me then in my first congressional race in my first senate race 
there would be no lindsey graham so thank you all very much [Applause] she passed the baton to scott 
farmer who is the best campaign manager in the united states [Applause] he's a terrific campaign manager 
he's a better father he's a better husband he's a better friend i have the best campaign in the history of south 
carolina 
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of south carolina a very relieved senator lindsey graham speaking about his victory uh reaching out a hand to 
his opponent jamie harrison who spent 103 million dollars that went into that race on his behalf it is now 11 
o'clock on the east coast the polls have just closed in four more states the fox news decision desk can now 
project that former vice president joe biden will decisively beat president trump in california which is a 55 
electoral vote hall huge number there joe biden will also win the adjacent state of oregon according to our fox 
news voter analysis rounding out the pacific northwest biden will defeat trump in the state of washington but 
in next door idaho president trump will easily defeat the former vice president so let's bring our panel back in 
with us this evening get a look around at uh how things are standing dana perrino what are you watching 
what's standing out to you at this point okay so um in the re-elections for bush and obama at the very tail end 
of those campaigns they were able to get to like a 2.1 little burst and you wonder if president trump in his 
amazing rush all across the country and all of those rallies and all that work he did you know did that help 
him get that 2.1 or so that little push that might help put him over the edge the other thing i'm looking at is the 


issue of suburbs but also about parents right there's a lot of parents in america they're they're worried i think 
about schools being closed and then to stuart varney's point the taxes and the 401ks and also one of the 
things that showed in research in the last few months is that cancel culture was a really big deal for some of 
these suburban parents and i wonder if some of that is starting to show up tonight so i'm watching that and i 
also feel like the democrats put so much money into races that were probably fool's gold for them if you think 
about jamie harrison in south 
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think about jamie harrison in south carolina now he's a bright young person i'm excited to see where his 
future lies he's going to do some pretty amazing things but he wasn't going to beat lindsey graham and for 
100 million dollars in south carolina amy mcgrath another 100 million dollars in kentucky you think maybe 
they should have put that some that money someplace else last thing i'll mention that i'm looking at the d 
triple c chair um sherry bustos in illinois she had a pretty tough race usually the chairmans of those 
committees have tough races and just looking at it right now she's a little bit behind that's interesting let's do 
some senate races real quick put up if we could the balance of power in the senate again we started tonight 
53-47 with republicans controlling over democrats democrats have to pick up a net four seats or three plus 
the white house and here we have it's kind of populating as we go along i haven't asked specifically for these 
races so bear with us john james in michigan let's take a dip in there against the incumbent gary peters and 
he is closing chris he's a really strong candidate that the nrsc the republican senate committee believed he 
had a chance to to pull that off we haven't called the race yet uh but he was leading early on yeah that would 
be interesting uh first of all a lot of people think john james is a rising star in the party uh he ran for governor 
and lost now he's running for the senate against gary peters so one if he wins it would be a big new 
presence in washington uh john senator john james if he wins in addition to which it would make the 
democrats chances of taking over control of the senate that much harder we've had an even split uh 
colorado went from republican to democrat alabama went from democrat to republican so the the 53-47 
going to interrupt you we're going to make a big call right here the fox news decision desks 
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here the fox news decision desks can now project that president donald trump will win the state of florida 29 
electoral votes uh and he will win win it convincingly uh 51 0.3 and 47.8 for president trump and joe biden 
respectively joe biden spent a fair amount of time in florida the president put a huge press in florida uh spent 
a lot of time there hits his home state as he refers to it these days uh with his home there in palm beach 
we've seen a great turnout uh for him among seniors among hispanic voters very strong support for the 
president among cuban americans a lot has been said about his effort to reach them with uh stories about 
socialism and the prospect for a more socialistic government in this country something that resonated quite a 
bit with the venezuelan and cuban residents in the state of florida so you know it's obviously a very 
interesting dichotomy the state of florida brit as you take a look at it and it is a real cross-section of 
americans so many people move from new york there so many people move from all over the country there 
and it's very representative in many ways of course yeah well yeah in light of the pandemic of course we got 
a lot of people who went there yeah to get away from never left and never left and so one wonders going 
forward how much the demographics of the state of florida will change but i think you know we're looking at 
things tonight that we thought it was thought for a while that that trump might lose the the elderly vote that 
appeared in a big in a meaningful big way it appears that that's not happening and i don't know how many 
people everybody thought i guess that he would do better among hispanics in florida than he had before but 
not to the extent that he has and that may indeed tell the tale that he held his own with the seniors and uh 
and did so well with with hispanic voters which you know may prove a trend that we'll see in other states as 
well um a word about the senate here uh either way this goes for the presidential race the senate will be 
critical um and in fact if joe biden

critical um and in fact if joe biden wins in my opinion if joe biden wins it will be a benefit to him if the 
democrats don't get the senate and the reason i say that is that biden will be under tremendous pressure 
from his party's left wing to act out the agenda that he agreed to with bernie sanders biden by temperament 
and instinct i think won't want to particularly want to do that um but he's not the strongest guy that ever lived 
and and he will be under terrible if if his party has control of everything i think he'll be perilous to resist that if 
however the republicans hold the senate and we'll block that um i think that will leave him in better position 
going forward uh the other side of that story is that if if uh if trump wins and the democrats control the senate 
i think it will be pretty stymied there between the house and the senate for him going forward and that would 
be true even even if the senate stays republican um so you know every what the next two years is going to 
look like it a lot is depend on how that a lot will depend on how president trump were to win and lose the 
senate um you know you'd be looking at the kind of history that we've seen from the house uh across both 
houses and it's worth pointing out as well gridlock which people may like yeah with florida florida is a was a 
must-win state for president trump absolutely uh so he has checked that box successfully and it's uh you 
know as we begin the process here of going through these battlegrounds no republican no republican has 
won the white house without winning florida correct and what strikes me out of florida we early in the evening 
i was talking about latino latino vote hillary clinton did 10 points worse 10 points worse in miami-dade and 
tonight donald trump went 10 points lower than that i mean so the latino vote has gone for donald trump in an 
astounding way to my mind but it's concentrated in miami-dade among those cuban-american voters if you 
look just down the line in florida you would see latino men 59 39 biden women 64 34 and you might 
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59 39 biden women 64 34 and you might think oh well gee they went for biden but in fact as i'm trying to 
explain those numbers are 10 percent lower than what hillary clinton achieved so they actually donald trump 
did better here in this race than he did in 2016 in those races the other point that strikes me at this juncture in 
the evening martha is if you're thinking about pennsylvania and michigan is outstanding at this point that the 
votes are not being counted we're really getting into the issue of whether or not the how the courts are going 
to deal with this which votes are going to be counted which votes are not going to be counted previous court 
decisions that left pennsylvania for example able to count votes three days after the election day can i pick 
can i pick up on that because uh jackie heinrich our very able reporter covering joe biden says that the biden 
campaign is now saying this could well come down to counting the votes in those upper midwest states 
pennsylvania uh i kind of i'm taking it from the east midwest michigan and wisconsin and bob bauer who's 
the general counsel to the biden campaign is already beginning to talk about lawsuits and the fact that the 
trump campaign has tried to block some of the voting post election in pennsylvania they've lost so far but the 
president talked about that a lot on the campaign trail what he said was a terrible decision by the supreme 
court uh to allow counting of the ballots after election day in pennsylvania that will end it back in the courts 
and you know and you now have a different court because amy coney barrett is going to be on there she 
wasn't making those decisions in the first place so because she wasn't on the court yet so as much as we 
don't want it to happen a lot of this may be litigated in the course i think listen you've got pennsylvania you've 
got north carolina you've got ohio ohio's starting to look a little bit better for president trump north carolina 
seems like it's looking a little bit better for joe biden but again it's early pennsylvania is not going to be 
decided tonight but on florida both campaigns spent a 
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but on florida both campaigns spent a lot of capital in florida not just ads but actual time absolutely going 
there absolutely the biden was there what was it thursday i think thursday this week obama went down on 
monday and you know looking at this number hillary clinton lost florida four years ago by 1.2 points trump 
tripled his margin with bo over biden as to what he would be chris if you were trying to pick out a state where 
people would be most concerned about coronavirus florida with the heavy senior population would seem to 
be that state and obviously that's an issue that we all believe cut heavily in favor of joe biden and yet trump 
carries the state and does better than he did four years ago i'm gonna i'm now going to get myself in trouble 
with the with the fox voter analysis because we've been looking at this all night and the fox news voter 


analysis tends to show you know the women big margin for for uh biden men much more close so i mean if 
you look at these numbers it would seem in almost every state that biden was headed for victory the actual 
votes haven't counted it and which makes me think that a poll is one thing an actual turnout on election day 
and is a different one and that as we've pointed out before that the the ground game of the get out the vote 
uh operation of the trump campaign has really come to their question chris don't you think that some of these 
people may have been among those who were shy trump voters including women they didn't want to tell 
anybody they were going to vote for trump because then you know among women he was thought to be 
unpopular and he was thought to have offended more women than he ever did men and men liking him 
better it may be more of an issue this time than even in 2016. yeah yeah well yeah obviously i mean i think 
for everybody right i mean a lot of people just didn't want to say anything at all though i think that you know 
president trump solidified his support um and i also think look laura trump and the folks on the campaign 
kimberly guilfoyle you think mercedes schlapp 
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guilfoyle you think mercedes schlapp they had that whole women for trump and they made a concentrated 
effort they knew they weren't going to win all women they knew they were going to lose a significant amount 
but it'll be interesting to pick through all the bones and and see how that really turned out but i keep going 
back to this thing i think i think parents moms worried about children and not being able to go back to school 
seeing them lose an entire year of interaction with their friends not being able to do their sports possibly 
losing ground on a competitive level when we're in a very competitive world and they're worried about that i 
think maybe that might have something to do with it and it's possible that those things and we're only looking 
at one of these battleground states so far in florida um but it's possible that you know when you look at that 
the incumbency also plays a role it's hard to beat it it is very hard to beat an incumbent the only time it's 
happened in you know recent history ronald reagan and bill clinton enormous personalities able to totally 
change the dynamic of the presidential race and get voters to say i'm going to leave this person behind and 
switch gears and go with this person so as difficult as president trump is for some voters uh it looks like at 
least in florida that dynamic of people uh decided just to stick with the horse or you know to stick with the one 
who brought him to the dance or whatever right right right i'm right but i just i think we are in a different kind 
of presidential race i mean you make the point that it's hard to beat incumbents that you don't see it very 
often but i think that president trump is his own you know kind of a suigeneris when it comes to presidential 
incumbents he has so much going against him in terms of the virus and in my mind so much in terms of his 
behavior chaotic divisive and all the rest but i think there are people and if you look at these numbers even 
as chris would question them you see white men really stick with president trump no 
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really stick with president trump no matter what the question then becomes the level at which white women 
vote for trump if you look at you know as i was talking to you earlier about the florida race the latinos have 
clearly they still go for biden but by a lesser margin than even hillary clinton that they favored hillary clinton 
so to me we come back the idea that trump is almost like a brand it's in some ways he's impermeable i mean 
it's teflon you know but i don't i don't quite comprehend it but i do think it's different than when we say large 
personality he's a large personality but in these times there's so much pressure on the country so much 
anxiety and it looks like some people just say that's my guy we started this talking about senate races and 
before we had the florida call which is a big call but again doesn't change the dynamic where we thought it 
was going to go nobody's taken one that's a surprising stop the national republican senatorial committee is 
saying a brit that they right now are outperforming their modeling going in and so they are looking at races 
like north carolina optimistically they are looking at races like susan collins in maine optimistically even 
though it's early and even and here we go we can we can make a projection the fox news decision desk can 
project that republican tommy tuberville will unseat democrat senator doug jones of alabama the first and 
possibly only republican pickup of a senate seat tonight alabama remember this is the jeff sessions seat that 


he was trying to get back lost to tubberville in the primary and that evens out the cory gardner loss in 
colorado and leaves us at square one in terms of moving that balance of power in the senate we can also 
now project louisiana republican senator bill cassidy has won his reelection as well not a surprise there 
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reelection as well not a surprise there so you're looking at the net gain and it was plus one for democrats 
now it is back to zero and again they need to pick up three plus the white house or a net gain of four seats to 
take over control of the senate all right so let's take a look at who do we have do we have bill hammer up 
there sure do hello there bill sure from above the balcony we have a very good social distance with you my 
friend yeah i love listening to you guys it's okay it's all right but i tell you there's some phenomenal things 
happening on this map guys something's moving out there i don't know if it sticks i don't know if it stays but 
i'm going to show you i left off a moment ago before we went to lindsey graham sorry about that but let's talk 
about blue-collar democrats this is mahoning county this is youngstown ohio this is steel country america 
and donald trump has just taken a lead over joe biden the point i was trying to make earlier was that if these 
blue-collar democrats in this part of the upper midwest are still with donald trump then the rest of the map 
might shake out to be in his favor maybe in pennsylvania put that to the side but here's what we're seeing in 
michigan all right michigan had a poll from i believe it was abc the other day that donald trump was down 
seven well you've got almost half the vote in right now and donald trump has a clear lead at the moment got 
a ways to go right now not even quite halfway pop over here to wisconsin it was listening to dana talk about 
you know mothers and suburbs and kids and law and order in america two points i want to make here you 
got 60 percent of the vote counted in wisconsin all right the president's got a four point lead this is a very very 
close race 2016 the outcome in wisconsin i mean that was razor thin as 22 000 votes so he is my point is he 
is in um this part of the country in a significant way he is right in that 
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significant way he is right in that battle this is milwaukee down here i mentioned a moment ago just to check 
in right now joe biden's expected to win this county but we don't know what the margin will be so keep an eye 
on that this is Kenosha not a ton of votes but here's the point to be made here law and order and that was the 
message he was taken out here you saw the protests in kenosha you saw the rioting and the looting the 
president at the moment is is turning two to one over joe biden what's that tell us in 2016 he barely won 
kenosha in 2012 this is how far this state and this county has moved 56 percent from 2012 barack obama 
just come to this year and he's going to easily win this county it's not a ton of votes but it's a point to be made 
about the message that he has carried to the upper midwest i am i'll just show you this right here this is the 
what a scenario that we've been i mean brett martha i mean how many times we've been looking at this thing 
right for months you know how do you get the 270 well we called florida right now he's got a lead in georgia 
lead north carolina a lead in ohio i just showed you michigan and wisconsin you wonder if he can if you can 
turn the trick tonight with pennsylvania being off the board i just checked the voting in iowa joe biden has a 
lead there but again it looks like it's one of those um you lead with blue then you come back later with red i i 
think there is there's one clear concern on behalf of the trump campaign at the moment and that is arizona if 
you look at the numbers right now and drill down joe biden has a lead by about seven points with three 
quarters of the vote tabulated i am told that some of the some of the rural votes for donald trump have not 
yet come in but he's got some ground to make up 11 electoral votes on the line in arizona so if joe biden 
were able to hold on to this and he's doing pretty well in maricopa county so far 
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maricopa county so far a lead by 10 points by comparison's sake four years ago donald trump won phoenix 
and he won maricopa county maybe there's still some more votes out there at this late hour but right now joe 
biden has a lead so just go ahead and come back here to the what a scenario you tried i don't want to start 
ticking these off yet guys i think it's too early i haven't made a lot of calls in some of the states so i'll refrain 
from that for now but what is this happening here why is arizona blue did we just call it did we make a call in 


arizona well let's see there's a check mark did our decision desk make it arizona 11 electoral votes yes we 
can okay that's the case thing guys uh when we come back we'll fill this in if you lose arizona where do you 
win now you gotta win up here in wisconsin and michigan and maybe even minnesota in order to pull this out 
and that's leaving pennsylvania off the map and i'll leave that with you guys okay time out this is a big 
development the fox news decision desk is calling arizona for joe biden that is a big get for the biden 
campaign it's also signals that it's a good night for mark kelly the democratic senate candidate against 
martha mcsally there but biden picking up arizona changes the math and it is the first of the night that goes 
into the column of somebody else's bucket that they thought last time was going to hold on to arizona there 
was a lot of effort spent by the trump campaign to get to arizona to play there to have ads there and we are 
calling now the former vice president if you look at the race to 270 electoral votes joe biden is ticking closer 
at 218 to 148. and it breaks apart that sun belt strategy if you've got arizona going to biden and florida at 
least is the one that we know of so 
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at least is the one that we know of so far in the rest of that sun area we also have called mark kelly over 
martha mcsally in that race in arizona as well and just to mention one of the dynamics in arizona just one of 
many but cindy mccain came out in favor of joe biden her close friend uh this is obviously a state that has 
been very purpley sent kristen cinema to the senate as well in a tight race you know from for martha mcsally 
she was appointed to that post twice um and she has not won an election uh to be a senator of the united 
states now so that is worth mentioning as well mark kelly the former astronaut uh has secured that so again 
that is a pickup for the democrats we just went to zero now it is a net plus one uh we need to digest arizona 
which is a big deal chris this is well you know to use the sports metaphor this is the first break in of service 
this is the first time that a state that that the democrats had won in uh 2016 or the republicans and one in 
2016 has flipped to the other side arizona uh donald trump beat hillary clinton now joe biden has beaten 
donald trump now it's 11 votes which is not nothing it's it's not a huge state but it's obviously important and it 
would conceivably make up in case uh biden were to lose one of one of the democratic states so it's it's a 
significant victory for for joe biden as i say the first flip of the night in the presidential race there's a idea that 
has floated around quite a bit about 269 to 269 and there's a dynamic uh that i'm sure that bill hammer could 
demonstrate better than i that would uh potentially if if the president wins pennsylvania which we're probably 
not going to know for some time the answer to that question it's possible right bill that that we could get to a 
269 269 situation you you could do that yeah martha i i i said i wasn't going to do this but i'm going to i forced 
your hand we can't resist right okay listen we were standing here in arizona 
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listen we were standing here in arizona popped up blue i did not expect that i don't know if you guys did 
downstairs or not but let's go ahead and you trumped us okay i'm sorry about that but it won't happen again 
promise at least tonight anyway before midnight uh so here we go now let's let's go ahead and play this out 
okay i mean do we think donald trump's going to win georgia at the moment i would say yes do we think he's 
going to win north carolina probably by a point and a half okay is he going to win ohio it looks like it all right 
so texas certainly iowa uh iowa it would appear montana and alaska now let's go ahead and start filling some 
in here for um for joe biden he's probably going to win new mexico i don't know about nevada it's considered 
a battleground state but we'll see which way it goes so leave that off the board here and come back to that 
upper midwest that i was just talking about michigan and wisconsin you know how hard they've campaigned 
there i mean they've been trying to flip these states well and they did in 2016 and then hold them this year 
and they're also working super hard in minnesota i don't know what gives there but just for the moment 247 if 
trump goes into michigan he's at 263 and if he wins in wisconsin that would do the trip for a second term in 
the white house but that's a big pull michigan and wisconsin so i've got my board here okay all right and i've 
got i've given them nevada it's like battleship i've given them nevada battle of the maps and then we've got 
you pennsylvania is really where it is but and he's going to come up short if he wins all of the three midwest 
so then it's pennsylvania but even if trump wins pennsylvania that's 266 264. you've got the other uh two 


congressional districts um so then one in hawaii sorry we're going to get hawaii oh yeah sorry do we do not 
want to forget about hawaii right i would like to be there right for sure okay so i'm i have minnesota wisconsin 
and michigan still not checked 
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wisconsin and michigan still not checked yet okay so i gave him maine too right and i gave biden nebraska to 
that check out with you yeah but yeah but what well if you give that's 270. he gets he gets there biden does i 
mean i'm giving him the three midwestern states i'm sorry i'm gonna see that thing yeah so it's getting really 
tight sorry brett just to be clear you gave him minnesota wisconsin and michigan all three and then i gave 
pennsylvania to to president trump yeah there you go 272 we called mississippi senate yet i don't think so i'll 
get back to you brit they're playing can we call them 20 years ago is the hanging chat and we got iphones in 
our pockets right come a long way and we're going to be we're going to be doing the fading postmark in 
pennsylvania as my guess we'll see all right dana what do you think where do you think we stand here i 
mean this basically is going to last definitely beyond tonight well i don't want to underplay that moment um 
when bill hemmer is at the board and he clicks on arizona he's like wait what wait what what just happened 
there and that actually changes the yellow check mark i thought it was user air dana can i tell you if you want 
a nightmare scenario we've already mapped it out in the calendar and this is what we can tell you if you have 
contested races in these battleground states in pennsylvania if your ballot is postmarked today martha you 
just mentioned that right if it's postmarked today they'll still count it as a friday this was fought in the u.s 
supreme court but went back to the state of pennsylvania iowa if it's postmarked yesterday november 2nd 
they'll count it six days from now minnesota nevada is a week north carolina's nine days and ohio's a full 10 
days as it reverts back to election day so that could be i mean this this could be something that 
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i mean this this could be something that we have to start thinking about very soon okay that's good stuff uh 
chris wallace well i you knew you guys never got to 269 i'm really quite disappointed in both of you you'd 
have to split i think but i mean you know i have to say this is a little crazy i'm looking at this too you you can if 
if you're have a postmark of today your ballot could be received by november 13th in ohio and it would still 
be counted but it has to be postmarked by november third right if it's postmarked today it can you could it can 
be counted ten days from now and and you know you just wonder now you've got to assume they're not 
going to be a lot of those that take that long but i mean for instance pennsylvania it's it has till friday so i 
mean the chances with the this explosion of early voting that we're going to know much before friday the 
result of pennsylvania which could be make or break as to who the next president is that that's a real 
possibility since they stopped counting it at 10 30 at night i'm not sure why i mean just because i guess 
everyone has to go home and they have to come back in the morning because they're normal people martha 
they're opposed what would have to happen that is within reason for us to be able to decide tonight who's the 
next president i don't think it looks like it might not be possible without ohio north carolina or pennsylvania 
those three states does that pennsylvania we know and we we have no reason to believe pennsylvania is 
callable tonight do we or do we no no i mean north carolina is potentially callable tonight potentially but that 
doesn't decide i think senator tillis um will hold on to that seat in north carolina and that you know if you're 
looking at if you care about the senate um and of course mitch mcconnell is i'm sure he's counting every 
nose that you know that north carolina race will be really important yeah and he's ahead tell us he's ahead 
yeah and and trump is ahead in north carolina obviously so but if he holds north carolina that's just a hold 
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carolina that's just a hold right right that's not a shift so let's need to know i mean pennsylvania wisconsin and 
michigan now become crucial which we always knew they would but maybe not this much um we have some 
explainers about arizona shannon bream is that right at the with the voter analysis looking into arizona and 

why we maybe called it for joe biden yeah we got a little information for you guys new data from our fox news 
voter analysis on why biden won arizona as you've pointed out this is the first state that flipped from trump to 


buy nerve forum republicans back in 2016 now to the democrat so in 2016 president trump won by just over 
three points he has not taken arizona for granted this year he was there seven times at least a lot of people 
retired to arizona helping seniors make up 30 percent of the voters of there and that group split hispanics of 
course an important and growing group in arizona key to the vote there president trump had hoped his 
conservative views would ring true with them but six in 10 hispanic voters in arizona decided to back biden 
arizona was hit hard by the coronavirus there and few voters feel that the spread there is under control 
indeed a majority said the virus is still out of control across the united states an arizona resident drew 
national attention during the democratic convention when she told of how her father had died of covet 19 
after putting too much trust in trump that was her story now slightly more think that biden would be able to 
handle the pandemic while four in 10 voters believe trump would be able better to deal with covid but you 
can see those are some of the key issues the key voting groups there that apparently gave arizona to the 
biden win column tonight guys okay shannon thank you we have another call to make and that is in the 
presidential race the state of new mexico will we can now project will go to former vice president joe biden so 
that's five electoral votes uh for biden if we look at the race for 270 i think we can get it up here and that is 
223 to 148. new mexico not a surprise 
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223 to 148. new mexico not a surprise arizona again was possibly in the red column we have a couple other 
calls to make in the senate races yeah john cornyn in texas let's take a look at that uh this is the race mj 
hagar ran against him 44 percent to 53 at one point that looked like a close race i think one of the story lines 
tonight is about texas which we've been told up and down was a possible flip uh kamal harris was there just 
a couple of days ago a lot of sort of excitement around the fact that perhaps texas was in play and at least in 
john corner's race it does not turn out uh to be the situation we're waiting of course for the rest of texas to 
come in tonight but john cornyn has secured his seat which bodes well for president trump in texas then you 
look at mississippi to your point britt the republican there cindy hyde-smith winning there a stiff challenge 
from the democrat espy who there's a lot of money spent on this race in mississippi and there was a hope on 
the democrats that they could pull this off they haven't but that does not change the net gain if you look again 
right now d plus one and that largely is markelly in arizona which we just called democrats need four to take 
control of the senate and we'll see the races in maine again michigan and we've got a lot to look look at as 
you see the population uh tick up there 45 44. we're back with our panel uh what what are you looking at well 
i'm looking at texas which we've not called um and which looks to be closer than it ever would have one 
might have thought about any you know any race down presidential race down there in any recent cycle but 
um trump is leading uh looks like a reasonably good lead um about 52 to 47 uh with i guess about 85 percent 
uh of the vote in so i'm wondering when we'll be able to win or if we'll be able to call that because 
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or if we'll be able to call that because obviously if that goes the other way it's over um against trump you 
know it's it it's i doubt that'll happen but i guess we haven't we haven't called north carolina we haven't have 
we ever called did we finally call georgia no no no no we have georgia north carolina county is not in and 
probably won't be uh this evening so it's interesting about texas because the texas democrats thought that 
they and they obviously are more competitive than they have been historically and they really wanted biden 
to come down and they really wanted to spend a lot of money on advertising in texas and there was this real 
push on the biden campaign and they i think they just thought you know there are a lot of easier ways to get 
to 270. they didn't trust it they yes they sent kamala harris there but the vice president didn't go down they 
didn't put a lot of new money into advertising there a lot of texas democrats were disappointed federal work 
among them among them especially or as karl rove would say robert francis o'rourke uh but uh the fact is 
you know it's one of those states it may be a little bit like florida for democrats that you you you push and you 
search and you hope uh the democrats did put a lot of money in florida they didn't in texas it looks like there 
were wives not to in texas all right let's let's bring in sarah huckabee sanders who is standing by the former 
white house press secretary and a fox news contributor sarah uh good to have you here tonight i have a 
couple specific questions before we get to those though i want to just get your overall take on what you're 


seeing out there tonight well i think we still have a long night ahead obviously florida is a big win for the 
president i think one of the big stories out of that is the way that the president has done so well in the 
hispanic community florida being sort of one of the ultimate battleground states also outperforming 
expectations with suburb in the suburbs and with seniors in florida so i think those are big things to look at 
and big indicators as we look at other battleground states that still have yet to call europe you've talked to the 
trump people 
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europe you've talked to the trump people i'm sure you're there at the white house what what is the feeling 
inside i mean what's the lift the curtain for us uh there's certainly i think people are cautiously optimistic right 
now again i think we have a long night ahead some of the key states pennsylvania wisconsin michigan still 
need to see what happens in those places i think a lot of people still aren't totally sure about arizona either 
some people think that may have been called a little too early i still think florida is one of the big states uh 
that was a big night for the president there and certainly expanding that hispanic ground is a big story for the 
president so sarah some of the states that the trump campaign at one point thought might be additions to 
their portfolio new mexico as you say um you know we just called it for joe biden by a pretty big margin new 
hampshire also went to joe biden minnesota and nevada were also in that category of possible additions 
what is your take on on the fact that it hasn't gone that way so far well i think those several states are still up 
for grabs certainly i think the places to watch right now are pennsylvania michigan wisconsin those are key 
areas the president needs to do well you know one of the places that you talked about kenosha being a 
major shift for the president much bigger margin than in 2016 in favor of the president he spent a good bit of 
time in those places i think those are going to be the key spots to watch moving forward through the night 
and possibly into the next couple of days pennsylvania's spent there's a lot of time spent in pennsylvania and 
it looks like the count sarah is going to stop tonight and there's going to probably be a lot of questions asked 
and lawyers flying to harrisburg you think that's how it's going to come down i i you know it certainly doesn't 
seem like they're going to come to a conclusion i think that that is um you know not great for the country for 
them to just stop counting votes i'd love to see them keep going i was in pennsylvania just this week 
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i was in pennsylvania just this week there was a lot of energy and a lot of enthusiasm for the president there 
and i think we'll see you know that reflected in some of these votes as they're coming in sarah what about 
the president uh you know what's his mood at the moment i haven't talked to him uh in the last little bit but i 
think there are some very good data points for the president in these numbers again i think he's 
outperforming a lot of places that people didn't expect him to i think that is one of the big stories so far tonight 
is exactly how well he has done among hispanics and we're going to continue watching these numbers as 
they come in the rest of tonight surprised by arizona going to biden i i'm still not sure if that was a premature 
call i think there's some people that still think that might have been a little bit early i haven't had a chance i've 
been standing out here so i haven't had a chance to look deep into the numbers but certainly i think that you 
know there's still a good path for the president moving forward particularly in those states like pennsylvania 
and wisconsin well we appreciate your time here out on the north lawn we're going to get chris tarwal back 
here and ask him all of these questions including arizona uh in just a moment sarah thank you very much uh 
brit go ahead arizona's had a real effect on the betting odds it's now retreated under 60 59.1 percent trump 
40 biden so that was a big one and people were reacting to it two big calls coming moments ago president 
trump winning the state of florida losing the state of arizona a state he won in 2016. so the race to 270 at this 
moment stands right here 223 148 we're standing by on several other crucial calls that really could go either 
way tonight and we're going to grill our decision desk i'm getting bombarded with questions and we're going 
to bombard them more of our democracy 2020 coverage next

president trump the 29 electoral votes there will go into the president's column joe biden will take the 11 
electoral votes from arizona which we just called and president trump won those the 11 from arizona four 
years ago some other races that we are looking at again we are tight in north carolina we are tight in georgia 
pennsylvania is not going to happen tonight michigan you take a look at there where we are tonight again 
georgia and ohio we have not called yet all right politics editor chris narwhal joins us now here we go how 
can you call arizona but we can't call ohio well because the races are very different uh ohio is close 
obviously we see the president has an advantage and he's had an advantage in polling in ohio in the same 
way that he has in iowa for the closing stretch of the election i would point out pre-election polls this cycle 
have so far turned out to be really really good and uh if i were the trump campaign i would feel great about 
ohio we're not there yet uh there's just too much vote out and there's too much uh potentially heavily 
democratic male vote that may flop in at the end to get to uh to get too froggy right now with ohio we're going 
to be careful cautious in earnest all right but you weren't careful cautious in earnest in arizona we were too 
why because there's all this day of vote right we said that each state starts off with the early vote the mail-in 
vote the absentee the early vote and that's a skew towards the democrats almost six out of ten but then 
we've seen in state after state that the trump vote comes in on the day of vote that seems to be populating 
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of vote that seems to be populating more and more so why can you Say it definitively in arizona well we were 
careful cautious in earnest i'm not i'm just kidding and we did and we did and we did look uh every trap we 
looked at every possible way that this could go and if there were some way that it looked like donald trump 
was going to be able to bring arizona in we wouldn't have called it but the reality is that the margins are too 
significant we feel very confident in the call or otherwise we wouldn't have made it i'm going to interrupt you 
fox news the decision desk including chris starwalt can now call the state of ohio for president trump that is 
18 electoral votes in the state of ohio hard-fought votes the president needed this you can't get to the white 
house a republican couldn't without ohio he now wins ohio so chris there you go i mean just having you on 
this result we get results and this tells you more of our north south story tonight right biden has managed to 
flip one southern state in arizona but the president is still holding open his northern path if he can bring 
georgia and north carolina in the pathway remains open as long as none of those gold-colored states in the 
northern tier come in for biden so right now he is staying alive uh and it's narrow but he is still in it and chris 


this is the scenario where we which we've talked about quite a bit that he has to either he has to take one of 
those threes got to take either pennsylvania michigan or wisconsin well with arizona gone if i'm trump 
pennsylvania takes on supreme importance because it is probably his best chance of those we haven't 
called minnesota yet we haven't called wisconsin yet we haven't called michigan yet uh pennsylvania is the 
state where he seems to be the closest where he put the most effort in uh and he's really got a lot riding on 
the keystone state tonight but chris we haven't called texas yet why haven't we called texas because it's too 
close to call look 
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it's too close to call look ultimately the problem for trump at this time if you're looking at the map you're trying 
to figure out how this goes the very fact that we cannot call three southern states three very traditionally 
republican states certainly in the case of georgia and texas the fact that those are too close to call that is a 
real dark cloud on the horizon for trump on the other hand the fact that pennsylvania is still out the fact that 
michigan's still out the fact that wisconsin's still out that's that's the saving grace for him that's what what still 
keeps him in it all right chris will and virginia you're good with virginia i uh uh uh virginia is for lovers and i 
love virginia standing by standing by the virginia call so come back often because we'd love to make some 
more race calls you bet okay thanks chris let's go up to bill hemmer up at the billboard um what do you think 
um i want to do a little what if for you okay i mean it's coming up on midnight east coast time and what chris 
says first of all it is true that the trump team is disputing this heavily uh they think it was called too early they 
think there are too many rural votes out there of people who voted today and we'll see throughout the course 
of the night whether or not uh arizona holds up or they're making a strong case that we sh that we jump the 
gun that's that's what they're saying uh 11 electoral votes really swings things right now here in arizona i just 
want to take you through a possible what if right how do you get the 270 how do you do it how does the 
president do it right now if he keeps his lead in georgia right north carolina let's say texas stays red iowa 
looks very good for him right now montana and alaska will put him at 247. i'm not going to put pennsylvania 
into this and a moment ago i showed you what was happening in michigan and wisconsin it's real up there 
these are very close races in both of those states so keep pennsylvania out of the equation here if you're a 
247 and tonight you take michigan and wisconsin that's enough you're at 273 and you got 
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that's enough you're at 273 and you got yourself a second term why do i make that case i can't say it's going 
to hold up but right now in michigan look at the advantage here with half of the vote in 50 percent of the vote 
here you're up 11 points i was just hunting over here this is wayne county this is detroit listen you got a ton of 
votes for democrats in this county how how are african-americans voting we saw a little bit of weakness in 
southern florida is it the same in detroit michigan here's where it was in 2016 just to give you a sense of 
comparison here hillary clinton seventy percent of the vote 517 000 votes tonight joe biden's got 164 000 so 
there's still a lot of votes to be counted in detroit just come out wide to the state now and is that margin in 
detroit enough to cover the rest of rural michigan that is just red all over i'm going to pop over here to 
wisconsin there was a poll from abc the other day that had joe biden up 17 points in this state abc 
washington post well look where you are right now it's 71 percent of the vote you know trump's got a lead 
here by four points and this holds up you know these rural counties that he's been campaigning in so hard 
for you know not just the last couple of weeks but the last couple of years frankly and i showed you the 
margin from 2016. it was razor titan wisconsin here it was in the entire state hillary clinton lost by 22 000 
votes it seems yet again four years later that we are in the exact same place in wisconsin and i would argue 
in michigan we're in the exact same place that we were that's 2016 right i mean how much closer does it get 
10 600 votes in michigan and look where we are tonight in 2020 half the votes in and again we'll we'll see 
how it goes in detroit and wayne county down here in southeastern michigan but i well here's 
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southeastern michigan but i well here's kent county this is gerald ford country had a big rally there the other 
day in fact at midnight on monday night i've got my days right here my my calendar years during coveted 
times here in my head it was midnight last night in kent county where the president concluded his his 
campaign it was the same location four years prior where he did it as well and right now comfortably ahead 
there four years ago so he's running ahead right now of his margin from 2016 at 54.5 in kent county so you 
know i mean you think about the rallies on the last day traverse city michigan not a ton of votes up there just 
yet but you know he had a rally there it was just i just want to refresh my memory here 47 000 real votes in 
this county from 2016 in 2020 you're at okay 34 000 votes so it's coming in for trump right now in in this part 
of michigan so he concludes his campaign by up here in traverse city pops over here to wisconsin to 
kenosha which i showed you a short time ago and this is just a stunner the way you can it's almost as if the 
people who were living there got up and moved over a period of eight years right 2012. that was the result 
this was the state of wisconsin and that was the county in the town of kenosha in 2020 it's it's a very very 
different story and a whole different makeup now um that we're looking at with his demographic last point he 
came came back to midnight last night michigan and just go back to wayne county in michigan there uh and 
show us what that looks like at this point uh joe biden has about 56 percent of the vote uh real vote totals 
now trump said 125 000 joe biden's 164 000 keep those numbers in your head and i'll take you back to 2016. 
hillary clinton had half a million donald trump had about a quarter million so you got a difference there for 
about 200 000 votes from four years ago so in 2020 here we 
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from four years ago so in 2020 here we are a lot of votes still out there the margin at the moment depending 
on which precincts are reporting uh the margin is a lot less in terms of difference between biden and trump 
so that's i mean that that's martha you're right that is the place to watch in michigan tonight and if if i can 
make the case over here in wisconsin i'd say that milwaukee is the place to watch tonight there's a 
milwaukee county african-american vote there is about 37 percent demographic i do believe uh and joe 
biden has a comfortable lead about two to one what was 2016 there uh in 2016. hillary clinton she's up 
around 70 percent all right so just do the math guys 288 000 raw votes for clinton 126 000 for trump four 
years ago just watch it now biden's at 128 trump's at 84. okay do the math here listen there's a lot more 
votes out there but is the margin enough that we're overtake you know the trump people are bullish right now 
they're bullish on wisconsin but we got a big call to make here bill um all right we can now call texas for the 
president of the united states this is a state that i think nobody expected would be as close as it is tonight 46 
to 52 but the president has now claimed texas which is definitely one of the states that he won last time that 
he needed to win tonight and he has achieved that goal 38 electoral votes in the state of texas despite the 
fact that beto o'rourke and others were very hopeful that the tide was changing in texas it has held once 
again well it is a republican president it is changing the electorate in texas is changing the fact that it was this 
close and it took us this long to call it but there you see the race to 270 223 to 204 now with the big hall of 
texas in president trump's column as we head to break here let's check in on a couple of senate races one 
michigan we just talked about and we've been mentioning throughout the night uh john james against the 
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night uh john james against the incumbent gary peters let's take a look at that board maybe uh we'll get it 
and in that race there you see uh john james holding a lead now it's only half of the precincts in we also want 
to check one more on the senate races maine susan collins at 52.1 and sarah gideon 41 obviously a lot of 
money's gone into this race as well susan collins trying very hard to hold on to her seat in maine that's a 
quick look at some of those hot senate races as we head to a break we'll be right back let him go we can't in

with our panel uh brit what's the casino look like the casino has as we mentioned earlier has retreated a little 
bit from its view that the trump was the likely winner let me see if i can bring up the current numbers um 60 
for trump now you know it's sea saw it around it got all the way up to 78 for trump in the betting odds and is 
retreated now it's 57 it's hot it's um it's um shifting around quite a bit but remember where we started this 
election night with with biden a prohibitive favorite in the betting odds 65 to 35 so that's completely turned 
around but i think that what we're seeing now is the outline of the fact that that trump still has to win a lot of 
places where it's no by no means certain that he will win um with you know wisconsin and michigan and 
even north carolina still out uh it seems to me that people are becoming a little more more sobered on there 
but you were 
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more sobered on there but you were talking about michigan and obviously we just talked about the spread 
there right we also just showed john james who's outperforming where anybody thought he was going to be 
right based on the vote that's there right yeah that's right i mean and and he was he was another guy who 
was favored now the problem is we're looking at this you know in cycles past we would always weigh late 
polls exit polls and all that sort of thing after 2016 we've all become very suspicious of those things so you 
know we're waiting for more and more of the raw vote than we ever used to have to because we we don't 
necessarily feel that we can trust the polling uh to guide us as to how to assess these races so here we are 
um you know counting votes there's a lot of pushback yeah let's take a look at arizona and just put it up on 
the on the screen for everybody because uh there is a lot of sentiment out there that it is should not be called 
yet that there's more vote coming in we just heard from chris starwalt who said that uh he believes that they 
stand firm on that call and i think there's only about 22 percent of the vote in in arizona at this point um and it 
shows 74. it shows there we go um it shows joe biden at 53 and the president at 45 but there is uh by all 
accounts quite a bit of vote out there that is still uh still not in so but both the senate race and the state called 
yep right uh meanwhile i actually have some news the pennsylvania court has agreed to hold a hearing 
tomorrow on a gop effort to invalidate some votes in pennsylvania that were quote fixed or cured in legal 
jargon where apparently that these were uh mail-in ballots that had some problem and that somehow uh they 
were altered to be counted uh the gop is making an effort to invalidate those counts i'm also told that in 
pennsylvania a significant percentage of the vote has yet to be counted in delaware county

has yet to be counted in delaware county allegheny county montgomery county and philadelphia county 
which are all democratic strongholds so pennsylvania won very much up for grabs two you're going to see 
some lawsuits in pennsylvania there seems to be no question about that secretary of state there we should 
point out uh says that philadelphia workers are counting through the night they're working on eight hour shifts 
counting around the clock you know it's worth not stopping it's worth keeping in mind as we follow these 
lawsuits that what they're really mostly about is what state law that is to say the law passed by state 
legislators says are the rules and regulations of an election and some states adjusted there some state 
legislatures adjusted their rules and regulations to accommodate covet 19. some states did not but the 
constitution grants the authority to set election rules to state legislatures not state courts not state election 
boards but state legislatures so what these republicans are worried about is monkey shines of the kind that 
might be suggested when you hear that votes are being altered to make them to make them uh uh count 
which otherwise would not have so this is where we are but you're going to hear a lot of talk about vote 
suppression in some cases that might be true but in a lot of cases it amounts to an insistence on following 


the law and there's another issue here which is that every state and by the constitution every state sets its 
own rules for elections so you know pennsylvania's rules can be utterly different and that's completely legal if 
it is done by state officials and we you know some states count early votes first some count them last 
sometimes there are variations within counties in the same states it's not just state officials it's the state 
legislature that the constitution confers the authority to set the rules and if state officials come along later and 
say well geez you know we've got this pandemic and isn't it awful they don't have authority to change that but 
then you have to interpret what the legislature has done in the midst of this pandemic and all that that's right 
and then then you 
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all that that's right and then then you get the courts involved as to say did you in fact violate what the that that 
takes us down a road of great contention well i know but if you have a deadline in law right and somebody 
says well we're going to count votes that are after the deadline there's not a lot of interpreting to be done 
there it's more complicated than that because look at texas where a couple of republicans tried to block 
harris county houston which put in drive-through voting places it wasn't a state legislature it was harris 
county i know election officials right and the state supreme court and a federal court have struck down the 
republican efforts to invalidate 127 000 votes all i'm saying is this is complicated and we'll see it's very 
complicated and it's a federal office but there's not a federal standard that's right for every state they all 
handle a different route which is why it gets so complicated in harris county the question was whether or not 
they had the authority to institute drive-in voting right uh and and that was the question that was raised by the 
gop and it was it was overruled but uh not to say it's not going to go to the circuit court of appeals or even the 
supreme court and there's a well it won't matter in texas because trump won that's right okay well it's past 
midnight we should point that out and we do have a call there hawaii no surprise is going to former vice 
president joe biden so those uh electoral votes go into his column and joining us once again right now tucker 
carlson uh tucker there has been pushback to our call for arizona to uh be in the biden column and uh my 
phone is lighting up with republicans saying you can't do it and you just heard me uh kind of grill chris 
starwald on that they're standing by that call as of this hour yeah i mean there's been a great deal of 
pushback from the president his staff the governor of arizona apparently more than a million ballots still to be 
counted i'm not privy to the math i i'm not certain how that uh even after 
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i i'm not certain how that uh even after the explanation of chris from chris tyrell how that decision was made 
so i i you know i'm sure there's a reason for it i don't Know what it is i do know that people are very concerned 
about the media in general i think our viewers trust us but people are concerned i do know it's a factual 
matter that the claim and i think i'm quoting now our pre-election polls were really really good it's just not true 
and if that were true then the new york times wouldn't have given joe biden a 70 chance of this morning of 
winning florida some polls were good a lot were bad and i know that the impulse always for everyone me you 
i mean everybody is self-justification etc but i mean we should be honest about and i'm not specifically 
talking about fox news but the media more broadly we should be honest about the times that we were wrong 
and some of these polls were wrong and i think many of them probably were wrong for honest reasons but 
wrong nonetheless and that's a problem that's misleading and we should cop to it i think one of the reasons 
that they may be wrong tucker is something that we've talked about so much which is this shy trump vote 
right so you look at look at florida look at ohio look at texas you've got the president uh winning those areas 
by i don't know roughly four four or five percent something in that ballpark and every one of the polls that we 
looked at even the ones that tightened in recent days had them in razor thin margins in all of those areas so 
it raises that question you know how much is the trump shy trump vote right right are they just the people that 
they're talking to are telling them the truth they're just not talking to the right people i think you're absolutely 
right and the but the most basic question it raises is is this a free country if you are afraid to express a 
legitimate political view in public if you believe you could be fired for it or banish from polite society for it is ita 


free society and the answer of course is no it's not and that's a betrayal of the basic promise of america i'm 
not overstating this and by the way if this were happening to joe biden voters who might i did not vote for i 
would say the same thing you don't want to live in a

thing you don't want to live in a country where you don't feel free to tell others who you're voting for 
especially if it's a major party candidate so that's a huge dysfunction at the center of our society and the fact 
that we just accept it as normal i i think says something bad about us and we really should no matter who 
wins tonight work to make this a free country going forward can i say something really quick yeah i just think 
we should pay attention to the realignment underway again this is separate and distinct from the ultimate 
winner of the race there's a county in texas many counties in texas but star county texas which is right at the 
bottom of south texas on the mexican border it's one of the poorest counties in the country i think the third 
poorest the per capita income is seven grand a year and it's the most hispanic county in the united states 96 
percent so four years ago hillary clinton won this county a democrat has won it every year since benjamin 
harrison she won it by 60 points joe biden won it by five points so that's in the most hispanic county in 
america a swing of 55 points over one presidential term so that is a huge change and the thing from my 
perspective that it tells you is that not everything is racial white liberals tend to racialize everything but for 
most people economics and culture make the difference and you're seeing the republican party become a 
party of wage earners in a way that it never has been ever since abraham lincoln started it and i just think 
that is maybe the biggest change to come out of the trump first term and i think it's something that will kind of 
define politics in this country for a long time we should pay a lot of attention to that again people are voting 
along economic lines not along the clean racial lines that intersectionality and all these other dumb theories 
suggest that they would people who make less are voting republican in bigger numbers that's just that's just 
a big thing it's never been that way now it is is the polling industry dead you know i really hope so and i could 
name some of the people who should be 
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name some of the people who should be fired immediately and i and i think i will i just need to calm down 
enough to get their names on paper but clearly look the instinct of every i mean this is true in every industry 
because this is a function of human nature but you cover for yourself and you think of an excuse your 
children do it well you know there's a good reason no no you screwed up and you have to acknowledge it in 
order to get better but we in the media i think are particularly good at pretending that there's some reason 
that we misled our viewers or our readers and we really should stop doing that because too much is at stake 
and the first way to fix it is by holding the people who screwed up accountable and that's just by firing them 
and they can go to something useful like hang drywall or learn to paint or do something else but they cannot 
keep discrediting the work of the rest of us by screwing up in the way that they have i think that's a fair i think 
that's a fair ask yeah i mean i would just mention with regard to your earlier thought tucker about the shy 
trump vote and then the polling on top of it if pollsters the freedom of expression i've seen so many front 
lawns occur during the course of this where there's signs for the republicans who are lower down on the 
ticket but not a trump sign right so it's like shy trump voter shy trump voter you know up and down the street 
because they are afraid that if they put a trump sign out that you know something might happen to their 
house or they don't want their neighbors to know who they're voting for but you know it's evident so it's clear 
that a lot of these pollsters are not no matter what they do they're not going to be able to reach some of 
these folks and they should open restaurants do you know what it means and that's great those are 
honorable jobs tucker as always thank you congrats on the ratings um let's go to bill hammer bill you still up 
there sure am guys how are we doing let's do a little what if again okay because we are in the water territory 
yes we are all right you know i have my board you have yours i'll get right on all right go for it just say and 
martha's in this too yeah um let's just say georgia north carolina iowa 
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north carolina iowa okay follow along with you guys yep all right now let's not let's not touch let's not touch 
pennsylvania but let's go out here alaska nevada i've got alaska maine or nebraska two goes to biden nebras 
a main congressional district goes to trump okay now wisconsin and then we go to minnesota going maybe 
and then maybe not then you're at 258 this scenario either one of those oops let's say republican michigan 
he wins donald trump wins if he wins two of those yeah he also wins if he wins pennsylvania if he wins 
wisconsin now i'm splitting the congressional districts but then it's pennsylvania and michigan if he wins 
wisconsin and it's possible that he could win wisconsin yeah here's what i did a moment ago i almost kept up 
with you all right but it's midnight right um here's what i did a moment ago i apologize about my math i'm 
doing it on the fly so i got out the calculator a moment ago uh martha we're talking about wayne county that's 
detroit okay uh 300 000 votes back in 2016 separated hillary clinton from donald trump 300 000. tonight in 
2020 statewide in michigan bear with me now you have roughly a 300 000 margin in the state of michigan at 
the moment a few of these rural counties upper peninsula still have not checked in uh you got a few down 
here let's just see what these counties did four years ago all rights they're all red this is red no no no no sorry 
sorry berry county so that was a 
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sorry berry county so that was a difference of ten thousand votes from four years ago and as of tonight berry 
county has not checked in yet all right so that's an outstanding vote clearly um i it's razor close here all right 
we were talking about milwaukee county a moment ago i got out the calculator i wanted to make sure i could 
get this thing down here 2020 all right milwaukee county from 2016 now was decided by hillary clinton by a 
margin roughly of 162 000 votes so come out statewide 2020 where are we now in the state of wisconsin by 
my by my math we're about 124 000 votes that separate trump and biden in wisconsin i mean that's not a 
small margin um no um it could be significant in a massive way and brett you're talking about the pushback 
everybody's getting the pushback on arizona i don't know if this is going to change or not you know listen our 
decision does went with it uh they're telling us there's a million votes out there we'll see if that's the case 
throughout the night uh but to your point about wisconsin you know what's so great about you sorry you 
produce you and starwall whenever you're on fox news decision desk can make a call and that is iowa for 
president trump he will win the state of iowa the six electoral votes in iowa that was tight at as you got 
towards election day he will win iowa and uh joni ernst is there as well we haven't made a call in that race yet 
i would just point out that it's a seven point spread exactly what the des moines register said it would be uh 
just a couple of days ago so once again there is a pollster out there that uh is doing is doing a good job 
tonight i was thinking about that over the weekend guys and i remember we were at the super bowl in miami 
right on that saturday night before the game the des moines register was coming out with ziowa caucus poll 
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with ziowa caucus poll and they held it back at 11 o'clock remember all that remember it was the gold 
standard it was never released the next day they played the super bowl the next monday were in iowa they 
never give us the results from the caucus because they got the data all confused the day after that we're in 
dc for the state of the union address and by then america had moved on to new hampshire in the primary we 
forgot all about iowa i thought that poll on saturday night a seven point advantage for donald trump a four- 
point advantage for jeremy harness was substantial i ann seltzer wants to get it right and i know she was 
very embarrassed by the pull in uh in early february and i bet they worked very hard to make sure that they 
respond on and tonight at the moment it's exactly what they said seven points in iowa can we just get a look 
at the joni ernst uh teresa greenfield board there guys i can do here for you i think we've got a race board 
here uh joni ernst race board uh look at this there we go you got it six points at the moment 92 percent of the 
votes been counted see that republicans are feeling confident about that race if she holds on that's a big big 
get and one of the vulnerable senators that will will get by just watching this here if you guys want to hang 
with me a moment uh wayne county uh not a ton of movement right here so in detroit so um well okay you 
guys ready for this i mean i i just showed you from 2016 the counties in michigan that were still outstanding 


one was blue that was right here muskegon county michigan from 2016. in 2020 this just clocked in trump 
with a 4 000 real vote lead along lake michigan uh that's listen right there you go uh there's that senate race 
magic if we uh talk about it um we're able to call it so that joni ernst uh over 51 teresa greenfield gave her a 
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over 51 teresa greenfield gave her a good run for her money that was a very tight race um and joni ernst has 
secured her spot in the united states senate and her seat for the republicans well let's look at the hold on to 
them that gain the 53-47 we started with the senate board now with that win that's a hold obviously so 
republicans holding that seat and uh it's still a net gain of one for democrats if you put mark kelly out there in 
arizona god i'll let you do the senate a moment i just want to point this out guys it's pretty obvious to me 
what's happening in michigan i mean this is this is something you really have to follow closely i don't know 
what happens in detroit overnight tonight into the day tomorrow uh but this was a a county that the president 
won four years ago these counties all up here too they were they were all red okay exception here and now 
they're filling in well we have some grays still but at the moment i did he's in this thing in michigan in a big 
way and we can't ignore it um you know 10 600 votes from 2016. seems to be razor tied again this year 
interesting all right phil thank you so much we'll be back to you in just a minute um we're going to take a 
quick break here iowa was just called for the president as the results continue to trickle in and is after 
midnight on the east coast we're going to have a lot more for you from our decision desk right after this stay 
with us everybody you know what's wrong with money apps they make you do all the work but albert albert

remarks joe biden i would assume in just a few minutes peter ducey is standing by in wilmington delaware as 
we await those remarks is that true let's check in with john roberts he's live at the white house where the 
president tonight is watching everything as the results come in i know john there's some pushback about 
arizona continues to be but give us the feel on the ground there how frank do you want me to be go ahead 
push back is a very light word to use the trump campaign is how shall i put this livid about the fact that 
arizona was called they say that there's still about a million votes out there by my latest count the ap had 
about two million four hundred thousand votes being counted they say that that's about seventy four percent 
of the vote which means there's probably somewhere between seven and eight hundred thousand votes that 


are left to be counted those are day of votes and the trump campaign believes that there may be enough 
votes there to put president trump over the top in arizona frankly there have been public calls for fox to pull 
back that call i'll leave that to the decision desk but that's what the trump campaign is saying clearly they're 
very happy about the results in ohio very happy about the results in florida it looks like we're not going to 
know what happens in georgia maybe not even pennsylvania tonight north carolina they like the fact that the 
president is leading but they do not know if that one is going to be called tonight either it's very puzzling to 
everybody as to why it's taking so long for the counties around the philadelphia area to have the votes tallied 
but they do like the position that they are in in pennsylvania they also like where they are in michigan as well 
particularly camp county president trump is vastly outperforming what he did in 2016 in kent county don't 
forget on election eve in 2016 the president 
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on election eve in 2016 the president did his last rally in grand rapids which is at the heart of kent county and 
he finished it up again in 2020 they believe that doing that rally in grand rapids in 2016 was the secret sauce 
that gave him michigan and they're hoping that repeating that we'll see lightning strike twice again but back 
to where we started uh the trump campaign seriously disagreed and that's a euphemism uh with our call on 
arizona uh but i'll kick it back to you uh brett and martha to figure that one out well no no we've been asking 
about it we're here steywald about it we've talked about it with tucker and others and we're going to get them 
back here and see what else the decision desk can tell us but you're right maricopa county is saying there's 
vote out there well there's clearly vote out there i mean there's only 74 percent that's in and you've got about 
three and a half million or almost three and a half million votes uh that or sorry two and a half million votes 
that have been counted so that leaves hundreds of thousands of votes that have yet to be counted with the 
two candidates separated by a margin of about 200 000 so this is why we're transparent we're going to lift 
the curtain we're going to ask the questions and say you know is it good as always thank you we'll check 
back in we're going to also talk to karl rove in a minute and get his take on the arizona situation coming up 
but let's go to team biden peter ducey standing by in wilmington delaware tonight with their campaign peter 
what is the mood and are we actually going to hear from joe biden we've got a shot of the stage there what's 
going on we are going to hear from joe biden now the day after election day early wednesday uh the 
campaign started to advise that it was going to happen at 12 30 but based on the way that it works it seems 
like it is going to take a little bit longer than that for him to get there and what i mean by that is they take a 
press pool that's been waiting at a hotel nearby they drive them over to the biden house where the secret 
service sweeps or inspects all the stuff that they've got 
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they've got and then they roll back this way with a motorcade as part of a protective bubble so 12 30 seems 
like a very ambitious time because they just left and he lives about 15 minutes away even though there's 
probably not a whole lot of traffic at this hour as for the mood at the biden campaign a lot of enthusiasm 
about the arizona call which is quite the opposite of the reaction that the trump team has had and one of the 
a deputy campaign manager rufus gifford actually posted on twitter a few minutes ago we're going to win 
which is uh a different tone than i have seen with some of the biden folks that i've had a chance to speak to 
in person they have not been as chatty yet just because they are waiting for more information to come in 
same as the folks here at the drive-in they lined up about 300 cars nearby and they slowly but surely after a 
couple hours of waiting nearby i came in and there hasn't been a whole lot of excitement they're watching a 
broadcast there's been one race call virginia on that for biden that elicited some light scattered cheers uh but 
that was brief and now people are just sitting and waiting and that's what we got from wilmington martha 
familiar posture uh to some extent peter thank you very much peter juicy uh joining us let's go to our 
washington panel and check in with them carl let me see if i can bring karl rove up here and talk to us a little 
bit about your read on on arizona obviously there's a lot of dispute about it and it's becoming more clear than 
ever that it's very important state to both of these campaigns and their path forward yeah uh it's it's on each 
campaign's path to victory and look there are more votes out there last time around there were about 2.4 
million votes cast this time around they're about 2 million 573 000 casts so uh if they're 
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000 casts so uh if they're you'd think that given the rest of the country where we're seeing a significant 
increase and turn out that there are some more votes out there and uh you know if the issue though is how 
do they have to divide right now if you're up by basically it keeps changing here about 300 call it un 200 000 
votes then you got to win uh you got to win about the 600 to 400 and that's entirely possible but i i i'm not 
certain i disagree with the call but i think maybe it's a little premature i'd be careful to understand how many 
more votes are out there i'm confident the desk is doing that but this is one where a little bit of caution might 
be useful okay we do have another call to make and that is a major call to announce the fox news decision 
desk can now project that former vice president joe biden will defeat president trump in the key battleground 
state of minnesota there was some hope in the trump campaign that they could pull out minnesota it was 
very close uh last time around in 2016 but the decision desk now calling minnesota for joe biden yeah that 
was one that amy klobuchar has obviously spoken a lot about very near and dear to her heart her home 
state she said that she felt very confident that minnesota would stay in the blue column and indeed it has so 
these are the numbers that we're at right now 237 now on the path to 270 for joe biden and the president is 
at 2 10 at this point with a lot of states out there still to call brett yeah just thinking you know here we are four 
years later and we've been through these four years of unbelievable turbulence and turmoil and all this stuff 
going on and uh so far one state has flipped from 2016 right one state is all it's all that's all that's happened 
so far so you know somebody people kept saying to me uh throughout the fall that you know this is the most 
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the fall that you know this is the most important election in our lifetime my view kind of was it was the most 
important presidential election since the last presidential election and it's kind of turning out that way isn't it 
yeah no it's a good point donna brazile tells you something about arizona well um i told katie if you called on 
me i wanted she's a native arizonan so i wanted katie to talk about arizona go ahead kayden thank you 
donna i appreciate that yes we are hearing from the trump campaign as john roberts said that they are livid 
i've also heard from a number of people in arizona who cast their votes who don't believe that arizona is at 
least this far gone this early you also have the arizona governor doug ducey tweeting he said it's far too early 
to call the election in arizona election day votes are not fully reported and we haven't even started to count 
early ballots dropped off at the polls in arizona we protected election day let's count the votes all the votes 
before making declarations there are a number of votes in red counties that president trump visited and 
campaigned in and people who have been working on the ground with the ground game there believe that 
with two million plus outstanding votes that it's been too much of an early call all right uh thank you katie i just 
want to mention there's some suggestion that joe biden could be speaking within a matter of minutes we'll 
obviously take you there if that happens that raises all kinds of questions about what he might say at this 
point in the game he had said earlier that if he felt that he was ahead he was going to come out and make 
that declaration that he was ahead uh why would he speak go to bed um i i don't i have no indication that he 
will speak if he decides to perhaps is to tell everyone to be patient i can tell you that my phone and my all my 
other devices are blowing up i want to just mention about arizona i mean if you look at where donald trump 
was the president was four years ago he won by 91 000 votes look at the votes coming in maricopa county 
uh tucson area there's a there's a likelihood that the 
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there's a there's a likelinood that the numbers that we're seeing now in arizona will stand uh and that the 
democrats will pick up that one state all right chris well i i have heard from the biden campaign why he's 
gonna speak they felt that al gore made a big mistake in 2000 by not coming out early and speaking and he's 
not necessarily accepting or you know declaring victory but acting like he was the victor and they thought 
that he was always in defense versus george w bush during that entire recount so i think they expect that 
there's going to be some litigation that goes on here and they want to approach it you know to a certain 
degree it's just pr but from a position of strength as opposed to trying to catch up you know this is the biden 
motorcade by the way that we're looking at from wilmington delaware so with minnesota assuming that 


arizona stands biden is now at 237 he is 36 votes away from the 36 electoral votes away from the magic 
number of 270 and i was just going through the states that are outstanding nevada 6 pennsylvania 20 
michigan 16 wisconsin 10 north carolina 15 georgia 16 there are a lot of pathways not to say he's going to 
win it but there are a lot of pathways there for him to get those 33 electoral votes that would put him at 270. 
for all the grief though that the biden people gave to just the story of president trump coming out on election 
night and saying that he was going to be the victor well i don't think he's going to say is the fact no no but 
he's going to say that it's not over and i think he'll be stronger than that that i'm going to win no um well no i 
don't think he's going to say that i think one of the things he's that you know some of the sources are telling 
me is he's going to pitch this is this was you know he apparently won lackawanna county includes scranton 
and he's going to say this is main street versus wall 
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to say this is main street versus wall street and it's basically a campaign speech but to act like he's in the 
command position without declaring victory okay let's bring in arnon mishkin director of the fox news decision 
desk arnin we're getting a lot of incoming here and we need you to answer some questions um arizona are 
you 100 sure of that call and when you made it and why did you make it absolutely we made it after basically 
a half hour of debating is it time yet because it was it's been clear for a while that the former vice president is 
in in the lead in arizona it was most likely to to win the state it has been in the category that we call knowable 
but not callable for about an hour we finally called it right now yes there are some outstanding votes in 
arizona most of them are coming from maricopa where biden is currently in a very strong position and many 
of them are mail-in votes where we know from our fox news voter analysis biden has an advantage we don't 
know exactly how many mail-in votes there are but what i think we've heard from the white house is that um 
they are expecting to get that they need just to get 61 of the outstanding vote and they'll and their 870 000 
outstanding votes and they'll be getting that that's not true uh the reality is that they're likely to get only about 
44 percent of the outstanding votes there are there we're right now sitting on a race that is biden at 53 
percent trump at 46 percent i'm sorry the president is not going to be able to take over and win enough votes 
to eliminate that seven point lead that the former vice president has yeah they have said that they believe 
that he will get 65 percent of the outstanding votes which they claim are at a million to 1.1 million you're 
saying that the universal votes that's still out there is much lower than that we think the universal votes is 
outstanding is lower than that and we 
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outstanding is lower than that and we believe that i'm sorry he's not getting anywhere near 65 percent of that 
and that's why we made this call i mean this this is a call that's sitting in our statistical models at sort of at at 
stat of four or more in all the different ways we speaking that means we're four standard deviations from 
being wrong and i'm sorry we're not wrong in this particular case okay well let's bounce around just a little bit 
arnon since we have you here let's go to north carolina we're looking live in wilmington delaware waiting on 
the motorcade and the former vice president to say something as chris was talking about there but let's talk 
about north carolina and where we are it seems like this is a very tight race where where are you seeing that 
it is a tight race the president seems to have an advantage in north carolina a couple of uh about a half hour 
ago it looked like he had even even greater advantage the question in north carolina that we have is how 
much vote is really outstanding how much of that vote is mail-in versus election day because the interesting 
thing about this election is it's not just about figuring out how much joe biden is getting and how much donald 
trump is getting it's also about how people are voting because what we saw what we've seen today is that 
the people who voted by mail or voted early ten in by a huge number tended to be democratic the people 
who voted on election day tended to be republican north carolina is one of those states where they count the 
early vote first to a certain extent and they count a bunch of it late but right now we're sitting at something 
where the president has an advantage in the state but it's not yet at a callable advantage and that's why we 
haven't called it all right well we have you let's take a look at georgia as well arnold and let's put that up on 


the screen what are you seeing in georgia it looks like the president has a very solid lead with 83 percent of 
the vote in is this full georgia is one of those the states that that's that's close and and there's a debate going 
on and really can uh is there any path for joe biden to get the the lead in georgia and so far uh we do 
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the lead in georgia and so far uh we do not it's not it's not clear there's a path um it's a it's a state that could 
easily fall into the president's camp um shortly are you a t3 there or how many of you want me to check i can 
try to bring my computer down here if you want me to check i will i mean how confusing do you want me to 
be no no i just want wait we're watching the motorcade uh arriving there um and the horns are honking we're 
close you're saying to georgia in in georgia i would say we're close yes okay let's go to michigan while we 
have you michigan and wisconsin and let's just start at michigan okay what where what are you saying uh 
the president is in the lead in michigan um we believe that what we're looking at right now is heavily election 
day vote where in michigan the president did extremely well according to our fox news voter analysis what's 
outstanding is a lot of the early and male invoke which count gets counted late later and that's why this is a 
state where it's really sort of a much cl the final result is likely to be much closer and yes in this case i think 
uh the former vice president has a has a much better chance than he has in say georgia even though 
georgia looks uh you know uh roughly the same in terms of the top line um in terms of what's actually going 
to happen it's it's different and wisconsin uh do you have the the top yeah we have the top line in wisconsin 
uh which has the president up hold on one second 51.5 yeah the president is up in these in our models that's 
not the way it's looking right now it this is a state where if you ask me the probabilities based on the models 
that and the vote we're seeing and the way it's being counted the former vice president has a fairly good 
chance of prevailing in wisconsin so when you look ahead at the next hour or two how do you believe that 
you're going to be able to call georgia or north carolina or do you 
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georgia or north carolina or do you think that those are going to be until tomorrow what's your outlook we are 
hoping to be able to call at least one of those southern states this evening i do not know about the rust belt 
states and my team would kill me if i started if i went further they're emailing you to get off the air right now 
either that or it's karl rove last thing pennsylvania i think we're going to hear from the former vice president 
about his performance in lackawanna county as chris wallace suggested and the scranton area where is 
pennsylvania pennsylvania is a state that could easily take several days to count the mail-in vote we believe 
there was a lot of mail-in vote we believe you know that it it's one of those states where it can arrive a few 
days late so far according to the decisions but it's possible that this this is a state where you need to do you 
need to do two things one you need to get all the decision teams to agree who has won the state but and you 
know the you need to get the arithmetic right but the second is that this is a state that could easily fall into 
serious litigation um but this is also a state where you know this is this is one of those states where we knew 
from the get-go and we talked about it at the five earlier today that this was a state where we anticipated that 
the election day vote would be reported very early we anticipated a solid trump lead in the early votes and 
we suggested don't pay that much attention to the raw vote initially because that could change the same 
thing was true in the south but the reverse where we said don't pay attention to the likelihood of a blue 
mirage you know that joe biden would be doing really well in in many of the southern states including florida 
frankly north carolina georgia and so far florida obviously fell to the the president but the path to 270 when 
you look at it for president trump and you look at it for former vice president biden 
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former vice president biden the path to 270 for the president is to make sure he wins georgia and north 
carolina the outstanding ones in the south and then that he manages probably pennsylvania uh and montana 
um and i believe then he gets over 270. the um or he gets barely and then he probably also will need to win 
either wisconsin or michigan that's the path the path for joe biden is win nevada win wisconsin win michigan 
and i think that and win either nebraska two which is still outstanding and where biden currently has a lead or 


win main two which is also outstanding but we're currently trump has a lead can we finish where we started 
on arizona yeah you're a hundred percent sure yes and so all this pushback you're gonna say we made the 
right call when we made it we made the correct call and that's why we made the correct call when we made it 
i'm sorry no you don't want to be sorry we just want to be well the president is not happy well thank you very 
much we appreciate your time get back in there so we can make some more calls yes chief thanks so we're 
looking at the scene uh where joe biden is about to come out and it to me it's reminiscent of of what we saw 
in the primaries you know when states were not being called like iowa right and then we started to see 
people coming up on stage and giving sort of quasi-acceptance speeches that weren't acceptance speeches 
but we feel really good about what happened tonight and i think that that is that's the pattern i think that's 
definitely there was a difference because then you were in iowa and you were building towards new 
hampshire there was a reason here it's a little different i think he's really doing it just so psychologically if 
they end up in challenges he thinks he he looks stronger all right here's the former vice president joe biden 
with dr jill biden let's listen in 
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[Music] good evening your patience is commendable we knew this was gonna go wrong but who knew we're 
gonna go into maybe tomorrow morning maybe even longer but look we feel good about where we are we 
really do i'm here to tell you tonight we believe we're on track to win this election [Applause] we knew 
because of the unprecedented early vote in a mail-in vote that's going to take a while we're going to have to 
be patient until we uh the hard work of tallying the votes is finished and it ain't over until every vote is counted 
every ballot is counted [Music] but we're feeling good we're feeling good about where we are we believe one 
of the nets has suggested we've already won arizona but we're confident about arizona that's a turnaround 
we also just called it from minnesota and we're still in the game in georgia although that's not one we 
expected and we're feeling real good about wisconsin and michigan and by the way it's going to take time to 
count the votes we're going to win pennsylvania [Applause] i'm talking to folks in philly allegheny county 
scranton and they're really encouraged by the turnout and what they see look you know we could know the 
results as early as tomorrow morning but it may take a little longer as i've said all along it's not my place or 
donald trump's place to declare who's won this election that's the decision of the american 
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that's the decision of the american people but i'm optimistic about this outcome and i want to thank every one 
of you who came out and voted in this election and by the way chris coons and the democrats 
congratulations here in delaware hey john you're the gov yeah like the whole team man you've done a great 
job i'm grateful to the poll workers to our volunteers our canvassers everyone who participated in this 
democratic process and i'm grateful to all of my supporters here in delaware and all across the nation thank 
you thank you thank you and folks you heard me say it before every time i walk out of my grandpa's house 
up in scranton and he yelled joey keep the faith and my grandma when she's laughing oh no joey spread it 
keep the faith guys we're gonna win this thank you thank you thank you your patience is great let's walk over 
here [Music] former vice president joe biden and his wife jill biden are saying this race isn't over saying he 
feels good count every vote he said one of the nets called arizona that would be fox news uh called arizona 
and we do not retract that we just had arnold mishkin on saying that they stand by that 100 percent you 
heard it here live so the vice president former vice president saying we believe we are on track to win this 
election um that's about as much as you could say at this point but he wanted to put forward a positive mood 
for the evening and to assure everybody that was hanging in there with him that he has a good feeling about 
the states to come uh and chris he he did establish that sort of lean forward posture tonight yes and i thought 
the key line was count every vote because there's going to be a pressure you're already seeing it from the 
trump campaign uh to to invalidate some of these votes 
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uh to to invalidate some of these votes that were quote fixed or cured you're going to see efforts to stop the 
vote counting at a certain point or to say if the votes haven't come in you know by election day should they 
still be counted because we're really down now to counting individual votes this is we're past any polls we're 
passed any voter analysis this is going to come down to counting each vote in each county and so i think that 
was the point he was trying to make and that's the position that the democrats are going to take as they enter 
these lawsuits and the public pressure again they felt that gore made a mistake in 2000 they didn't want to 
do the same thing in 2020. the president has weighed in on on twitter we are up big but they are trying to 
steal the election we will never let them do it votes cannot be cast after the polls are closed we do have a call 
uh that is the fox news decision desk can say that montana will go into the column of president trump three 
electoral votes so as you look at the race to 270 and brett hold on brit uh we'll just add up these numbers 237 
to 213. yeah just a couple things trump is probably going to make a statement so we'll see what he says um 
in montana steve daines the incumbent republican senator was trailing another one further opportunity for a 
democratic pickup goes by the boards uh looking at pennsylvania just quickly just some raw vote total um 
you know 60 there's a lot of vote out still not tabulated but somewhere between 63 and 75 percent is in 
according to one estimate i just saw and trump's up 15. and there's a lot of vote out and that that's not final 
but you'd rather be him than biden at this moment in that state dana what are your thoughts well i'm just 
thinking about you know from a communication standpoint if you're president trump and you're at the white 
house tonight 
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the white house tonight and you see biden go out there i would imagine you're going to see the president 
within the next 45 minutes within the last few seconds he said i will be making a statement so i'm tracking 
exactly so yeah i think that that i think that makes sense i i don't think there's any way that you could go to 
bed tonight and not and not say something if they're you know like we'll see we'll see how they handle that i 
think that the other thing is we haven't talked a lot about any of the governor's races but i do think that in 
montana the republicans are able to pick that up as well and in terms of communications um the president 
will say whatever he's going to say um and he's already indicated on twitter that he will probably warn about 
the election being stolen and so i would expect that we'll hear that kind of language from him tonight dana 
yeah i think i think you will i would you know i not that anybody takes my advice anymore but i would tap the 
brakes on that a little bit i don't think he needs to do that i think he could say i'm in a very strong position i 
was they they counted me out in 2016. they were going to try to count me out again in 2020. look at where 
we are i can be patient no i'm going to wait until tomorrow we'll let these votes get counted but i can 
guarantee you i'm going to win and i'm not going to let any legal challenge go without my guys being on the 
ground being able to fight it yeah you know donna brazile you were around when al gore as we talked about 
earlier and the statement that was made and not conceding and then pulling that back uh your thoughts on 
the biden statement and now the president getting ready to talk as well you know when you have your 
supporters as we did at the war memorial in in nashville tennessee i mean they they it was raining it was cold 
uh we knew that the results would trigger trigger automatic recount so uh as we drove up to the war 
memorial i'll never forget michael hooley was back in the in the war room and he called up to michael 
feldman who got to al gore to say step back 
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who got to al gore to say step back so it's important that i i think the vice president made a good move uh in 
telling uh not just his supporters but all all americans to be patient uh that there's still a lot of votes to come in 
we may not know the final results in several states until tomorrow and now we'll hear what the president has 
to say but here's the thing the vice president has picked up all of the states so far that hillary clinton carried 
and possibly one that donald trump carried so it's important that he continues to convey that message to not 
just his supporters but the american people all right let's come back here to new york uh for a moment what 
are you looking at now well you know i mean here we are as i've mentioned earlier you know as late it was 
getting very late tonight it's almost one o'clock in the morning there are all kinds of predictions of you know 
biden picking up getting in excess of 300 electoral votes it doesn't look like there's any chance he could 


make that at this stage and one state is flipped and others might but not much has changed tonight well one 
thing has changed martha mcsally out in arizona says she is not conceding in that senate race to mark kelly 
saying like mark said every vote should be counted with one million votes to be counted and no election day 
results reported from maricopa county the decision to make a call at this point is irresponsible we will 
continue to wait for votes to come in this race is not over that is from the spokesperson for martha mcsally 
that race has been called by fox and juan as we heard from arnhem michigan both the senate race and the 
state they are sticking by 100 well i think that what you're seeing here is posturing and i think in some ways 
you could say that about joe biden as well but here you have in arizona it's become kind of you know the 
alamo if you will for president trump and a number of republicans including mcsally i mean right now if you 
listen 
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mcsally i mean right now if you listen to the results they would say they lost they're saying we didn't lost and 
we want every vote to be counted i don't think anyone's going to argue with that the argument would come in 
where the president says that the biden camp wants to steal and here i'm quoting the election and that kind 
of language uh at this moment seems pretty aggressive uh you didn't hear that from biden he said he felt he 
was in good position and went through some of the numbers i mean said you know not the numbers but said 
specifically he felt he was in good position in wisconsin and michigan and pennsylvania and still in the game 
in georgia i'd like to hear what president trump has to say with regard to how he sees a path to 270. it seems 
to me though that when you start talking about steel again it's just pretty aggressive and at this moment 
when we're all anxious all wondering where we're going i don't think it helps yeah i would imagine that the 
president is also going to obviously bring up the arizona call uh when he comes out and probably bring up 
fox news you know beating the bushes and trying to make sure that that call is correct you heard arnon 
michigan just moments ago explaining why they made that call it was a t4 it was before t4 i think it's a t4 i'm 
not i didn't really follow it all right four variations from the standard deviation that's right as you know if you'd 
like me to explain more but it would be boring so let's go to bill hemmer are you still there yeah sure am i i 
feel like i'm deviating a little bit right now all right what do you got what do you got what do you want um we 
can look at both of them and we're just keeping a close eye on them we'll see what happens out here in 
arizona but uh here's what i've got for you guys in michigan you got about 60 percent of the vote in and you 
still have a 10-point lead for president trump and at home you're saying well heck call the thing right reason 
you can is because there's an explanation for this and this is detroit michigan wayne 
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this and this is detroit michigan wayne county uh there's just too many votes out to to really know at the 
moment here uh what what did i say a moment ago 300 000 was the deal because here's 2016. here's hillary 
clinton over donald trump by about 300 000 votes in that one county so in the in the city of detroit come back 
to 2020 uh we're starting to fill in a little bit here but still far from far from conclusion there so by my count 
guys the difference in wayne county in 2016 is just about the same difference we are right now 300 000 
votes between trump buying the entire state uh so that's why we're hanging on down here to see what 
comes of it there's a few counties up here not highly populated they haven't checked in either but i can tell 
you the red because of the voting tendency they had from four years ago now what's going on in wisconsin 
uh really good question here you you've got a four-point advantage for the president with 83 percent of the 
vote in 83 percent of the vote with milwaukee county still somewhat outstanding yet okay i'll take it back 
again all right 2016. fast math here that was a difference of 162 000 votes hillary clinton's advantage over 
donald trump let's come back to 2020 and pop out here and see where we are it's a hundred thousand votes 
right now biden trails trump by a hundred thousand votes they continue to click in here but still a hundred 
thousand so the president's hanging on right now here in wisconsin i can tell you the campaign feels good 
about wisconsin and i almost want to suggest they feel better about wisconsin than they do in michigan uh 
but we'll we'll see as we work our way throughout uh the night here i'll just check on the vat only because we 
haven't been there yet a few precincts were extended so the uh the results of the uh the vote nevada had 
been delayed a little bit so these are just numbers 
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little bit so these are just numbers that are trickling right now six electoral votes in nevada we'll see which 
way that breaks so look you know um 270s the game and at one o'clock in the morning here on the east 
coast uh neither man is there and i would expect the president to come out make a strong argument out of 
arizona the campaign saying they got more than a million votes that are outstanding that might be the case 
uh it might not we'll see how that transpires throughout the evening let's do a little what if shall we president 
holds georgia holds north carolina joe biden say he picks up nevada seemed to be about two or three points 
pre-election day he's at 243 leave pennsylvania out of it what happens if the trump team takes wisconsin and 
we go to bed tonight and perhaps biden comes back in detroit has a good standing and he's it he's at 259 i 
don't want to i don't want to leave out alaska sorry about that all right love alaska love denali national park all 
that uh so we we could you know the two congressional districts that's correct and and it's kind of a push 
here if you go maine to trump and you go nebraska to to biden you go i i don't know everybody's no one's 
sleeping so i was about to say as we go to bed tonight but we're not doing that it's 262 58 you know 
pennsylvania hangs out there uh just just for kicks here let's let's take michigan away and give the trump he's 
got it yeah uh if we were to give biden wisconsin that pulls him back again from that 270 threshold which puts 
the focus again on the keystone state can we pull up uh the michigan we're talking about michigan the 
senate race there john james and gary peters i think we have a race board here or you have one there we go 
pretty commanding uh it looks a little bit like president trump but a few more raw votes about 335 330 000 
advantage in the raw votes right now between peters 
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between peters and james i see that on the screen right now also um could i go back to pennsylvania while 
we have the time do we sure okay all right so here's pennsylvania oh wait thank you i mean yeah well you i 
thought you could take a commercial kidding uh here's 68 percent in pennsylvania right so biden just 
mentioned allegheny county which is pittsburgh i find this a bit uh remarkable about 155 000 raw votes of 71 
900 for trump in 2016 363 for hillary clinton 257 for trump so he lost the county lost the city of pittsburgh by 
about 110 000 votes roughly so in 2020 sorry guys let me just get the right dial up here there's a difference of 
about roughly 80 000 votes but there's more votes outstanding in pittsburgh he also mentioned he mentioned 
uh scranton and lackawanna county i've been showing this throughout the night chris mentioned this 
moment ago joe biden came back to take a lead right there in that county of lackawanna then i popped down 
here to philadelphia i find this interesting this is bucks county there's a lot of votes out there in bucks county 
bucks county is a razor thin county has been that way for eight years it really is a battleground within the 
battlegrounds now you go back to 2016 to see the way it came out razor thin margin here back in 2012 same 
story between obama and romney in 2020 well i mean the pr president has a lead right now but you've got 
about 21 000 vote difference between uh the two men there and i just pop around here quickly montgomery 
county by with a slight edge there down here in chester county wow that's neck and neck here uh but this will 
be the big one guys philadelphia as we move out throughout the night into tomorrow back to you great bill 
thank you very much uh it is almost 1am on the east coast and we are still at it and i think we'll still be at it for 
some time for some time
